Up to and 
including this time, therefore, the 
British were heavily outmatched. 

This is manifest from the char- 
acter of the ships engaged. First, 
take the question of large vs. small- 
er battle cruisers: the great Queen 
Mary was blown up by a chance hit 
‘in her magazine, but, as was to be 
expected, the Indefatigable and In- 
vincible of two-thirds her size, were 
riddled before they sank. Only ex- 
treme urgency, as in this case, war- 
rants smaller ships of any kind, ex- 
cept in sufficiently greater number, 
engaging similar but larger vessels. 

There are several reasons for this. 
In the first place, owing to the geo- 
metrical relations of similar solids, 
a large ship has less “dead weight” 
in her decks, hull] framing and plat- 
ing than a smaller one, and there- 
fore can carry, per ton of displace- 
ment, more armor, armament and 
propelling machinery. That is, a 
ship which is one-half larger is much 
more than 50 per cent stronger, both 
in offensive and defense, than her 
smaller competitor. 

Wurthar, aha is eaaler to drive per 
ton of displacement and can hence 
be made faster proportionately at 
less expenditure of fuel; her guns 
can, be mounted higher above the 
water line, enabling. her to shoot 
farther in a seaway; and she can 
be made a steadier gun platform, 
since her designer has more latitude 
in so disposing her weights as to 
make her a slow, easy roller. 


Mistake to Limit Displacement.

Reuniting His Nation, Former Mexican Senator Charges 


First Chief Has no Hope of Winning but Hie Believes He 
Soom Could Make Reasomable Peace as the Head 
of a Unified People

In the following article, which is particularl; 
timely in view of renewed threats against the 
American military forces in Mezico, Senos 
Joaquin F, M. Beltran, who served 19 years in 
the Mexican Senate, under the administration 0} 
Porfirio Diaz, Francisco Y. Madero and Victoriand 
Huerta, contends that only friendly intervention 
on the part of the United States will put an enc 
to the anarchy which has so long ezxisted in the 
Southern republic. 

Senor Beltran also declares that Carranza, the 
First Chief, knowing that he cannot pacify Mez. 
ico, is actively trying to bring on war with the 
United States, and he shows how large bodies 
of Carranzista troops, with artillery and machine 
guns, have been distributed at strategic points 
in the northern part of the country and also be- 
tween Vera Cruz and Mezico City. After the 
downfall of Huerta, Senor Beltran practiced law 
in Mezrico City until he became convinced that 
neither Carranza nor any. other Mexican could 
put the.Southern republic in order. He has 
just brought his family to the United States, 
and expects to settle here.

washed away in the bi8od of six years of almost 
continuous revolution, until today, so low have 
the leaders fallen that one who has been recog- 
nized by the United States is preparing to plunge 
his own country into war with the northern re- 
public as a last effort to retain his hold on the 
presidential chair. 

And the worst of the terrible fall which Mex- 
ico has taken from the peace and prosperity of 
1910 to the loot, rapine and murder of 1916 is 
that there is not a Mexican in sight who gives 
the slightest promise of being able to cure his 
native land of its malady. In the last six years 
Mexico has gone back to the state of semi-sav- 
agery which axisted in 1821, when Agostin de 
Yturbide, sensing in a small way the love of free 
Mexicans of that day, repudiated the last of the 
Spanish viceroys and founded the short-lived 
Mexican Empire. Repugant as it is to me to say 
it, it appears that the patriotism which drove 
the Spaniards and French from Mexico and later 
enabled Porfirio Diaz to establish the second 
republic in 1876, has departed forever from my 
country. 

In the place of that patriotism I can see only 
the ambitions of a dozen leaders, some mere 
bandits, other revolutionists actuated by the 
ease with which they can secure riches through 
plunder, and still others, political demagogues, 
whose one idea is to foist themselves into power 
over the heads of the ignorant lower classes. 
Of all of these the worst is Venustiano Carranza, 
who, in the hope of furthering his own ends, 
bas laid all his plans, conducted his diplomatic 
actions, and distributed his troops in such a 
manner as to produce, if possible, war with the 


United States. 
Carranza Sees the End 

U needs to put Mexico on a sound financial 

basis and to redeem at least a part of 
the 750,000,000 worthless paper pesos he has 
forced the people to accept, Carranza realizes 
Anat his Government cannot persist, even though 
recognized by the United States. Surrounded on 
all sides by bandits, rebels and a people who, at 
best, merely tolerate him because he has the 
largest army, Carranza knows that he never can 
have internal peace in Mexico. Backed only 
by politcians, most of whom have belonged at 
different times to every party in Mexico, Car- 
ranza faces the fact that his supporters will 
leave him at the first sign of failure, at the first 
falling off of their financial gains, for any leader 
who is able to show strength enough to threaten 
the leadership of the so-called “First Chief.” 
In this extremity, financial, physical and po- 
litical, with the stubbornness that has character- 
ized him for the last two years, Carranza is pre- 
paring with his right hand all his resources for 
war with the United States, and, with his left 
hand, endeavoring to provoke that war, but to 
provoke it in such manner that he can persuade 
his countrymen the United States is a fault.

But, whatever may be the outcome of the 
schemes of Carranza and the politicians behind 
him, it is certain that he has done everything 
possible with the resources at his command to 
prepare Mexico for war with the United States. 
During the last year in Mexico City I have had 
particularly good opportunities to observe the 
workings of this project, for Carranza looked 
forward to conflict with the Northern republic 
long before he was recognized, even before he 
and Francisco Villa severed relations. 


HEN the United States goes into Mexico— 
W and I say when, not if, advisedly, for 
sooner or later the task must be done— 
the forces will start, according to the opinion of 
Mexican army officers, from two fronts, the 
Texas-Mexico frontier and the Gulf of Mexico 
coast. On the frontier it is considered most 
probable that the expeditions would go in-from 
Laredo and El! Paso; on the gulf coast from Vera 
Cruz and Tampico, with the seizure of Matamoras, 
at the mouth of the Rio Grande, and Puerto Mex- 
ico at the mouth of the Coatzacoaloos River, on 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, as matters of sec- 
ondary importance. In other words, the advance 
of the American armies will take the same courses, 
practically, as those of Scott and Taylor in the 
forties. 

But Carranza, knowing that some power other 
than his own must restore Mexico to order, has put 
himself in much better position to make a show 
of resistance to the Northern invader than was the 
case with the unfortunate Santa Ana 60-odd years 

On the Northern border, starting at Mata- 
Sadak ‘with an unusually heavy garrison of more 
than 1500 men, and widening until a strip nearly 
70 miles in width is covered, running clear to a 
point opposite Columbus, N. M., Carranza has 
placed nearly 60,000 men, under the command of 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, who recently compelled 
the First Chief to name him Secretary of War.

Calls Declaration One of Strongest, Clearest and 
Most Progressive Utterances of Any Party; 
Challenge to Opposition Sweeping.

The challenge is sweeping: “We 
challenge comparison on our record, 
our keeping of pledges and our con- 
structive legislation, with those of 
any party of any time.’ This. is 
bold enough for a beginning and the 
platform continues to deal in the 
same spirit with all the subjects dis- 
cussed. 

The Federal reserve act is treated 
in a paragraph; the old banking and 
currency system, “long the refuge of 
the Money Trust,” has been sup- 
planted: by a new law, “a true dem- 
ocracy of credit under Government 
control,” which has already proved 
‘a financial bulwark in a world 
crisis.” 

A Federal Trade Commission has 
been created and its purpose is that 
“monopoly may be strangled at its 
birth and legitimate industry en- 
couraged.” 

The party reaffirms the “doctrine 
of a tariff for the purpose of pro- 
viding sufficient revenue for the 
operation of a Government econom- 
ically administered,” and points to 
the Underwood law as a measure ex- 
emplifying that doctrine. 

A Tariff Commission is recom- 
mended for the purpose of studying 
the tariff schedules in the light of 
the situation that may follow the 
war, with a view to such readjust- 
ments as may be found necessary. 

The shipping bill is strongly rec- 
ommended; conservation is advocat- 
ed, and numerous measures for the 
advantage of the farmer are urged. 
The rural credits bill before Con- 
gress is indorsed and attention is 
called to other measures advocated 
or already enacted for the benefit of 
agriculture. 

The labor section of the platform 
gives the most complete and satis- 
factory program yet offered. A liy- 
ing wage, an eight-hour day with 
one day of rest, safety appliances, 
compensation for accident, uniform 
child labor laws, and then follows a 
declaration of unusual strength: 
“Such provisions for decency, com- 
fort and health in the employment 
of women as should be accorded to 
the mothers of the race.” 

The Philippine measure before 
Congress is indorsed and the prom- 
ise of ultimate independence is re 
newed. 


Provision for Public Health. 

A retirement provision for civil 
service employes is recommended, 
and the party is pledged to the en- 
forcement of the seamen’s act. Con- 
sideration is promised for means 
and methods for the preservation of 
the public health and federal tuber- 
culosis sanitariums are suggested for 
the needy. 

These are some of the reforms 
which are specifically indorsed. 
Then comes & reform of the first 
magnitude—a declaration in favor 
of “such an alteration of rules of 
procedure of the Senate of the United 
States as will permit the prompt 
transaction of legislative business.” 

It will be remembered that. it was 
a similar demand in the platform of 
1908 that led to the overthrow of 
Yannonism and the adoption of rules 
which put the House under the 
control of its members.

Material for Valuable Naval Reserve. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To say “We have plenty of men available at any 
moment,” Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy, is only talking. He is evidently not ac- 
quainted with the workings of his department. 
He should know that absolutely nothing is being 
Gone to keep in touch with the men—officers or 
enlisted—who have left the service. Regarding 
“the men who have gone back to civilian life,” 
they are non est, or do not exist, as far as the 
Navy Department is concerned. Nothing is being 
Gone to continue, in a way, the former relations 
between the men and the Government. When the 
men quit the navy they are simply lost sight of, 
although it has cost’ millions upon millions to 
educate them. It looks so ridiculously inefficient 
that it Is to laugh. Comparatively speaking, let's 
consider a large mercantile concern, losing sight 
of its customers that it has cost thousands of dol- 
lars, thoughts and patience to put on their books. 

I chgllenge Mr. Josephus Daniels to find the 
whereabouts or condition of any man who left the 
navy 10 years ago. Efficiency is where real pre- 
paredness comes in and the “warm feeling for our 
men who have left the navy to take up other pro- 
fessions” is political film fam. Why not profit by 
German efficiency? At present there are several 
hundred thousand (some ‘%stimate it at half a 
million men) German and Austrian reservists in 
this country whose whereabouts is known to their 
respective Governments and with whom their 
Governments are in close touch through their con- 
sular departments. 

The head of our Navy Department should be 
something more than a press agent for himself. 
He should be a practical naval man who knows 
“fore from aft.” Should be imbued with common 
sense and be acquainted with common every-day 
business methods.

GEN. CARRANZA’S FOLLY. + 

The ground upon which Gen. Carranza bases 
troops from Mexico is that Mexicans are incensed 
against the United States on account of the in- 
vasion and that war may be precipitated by 
Mexican attacks. 

There is little evidence of Mexican hostility 
from any source except that of Carranza and his 
officers. American -troops are paying their way 
and if the Carranzistas had maintained a friend- 
ly, co-operative attitude the Mexicans would be 
well satisfied. They get their cue from the at- 
titude of the leaders. 

The truth is Gen. Carranza himself is the 
danger. He incites the Mexicans to hostility. 
He arouses their suspicions and fears. He ap- 
peals to their pride and patriotism. The dyna- 
mite is in his attitude and utterances. 

Folly is a dangerous thing and Gen. Car- 
ranza is dealing recklessly with folly. He re 
fuses to see the problem of the United States 
arising out of the necessity of defending our 
border from lawless Mexican raiders. He re 
fuses to acknowledge his own helplessness and 
his obligation to co-operate with our troops. 

With a man like this in power it is difficult to 
avoid serious consequences which may lead to 
war. It may be forced by increasing offenses 
and by attacks on American troops. Of course, 
Carranza will suffer—he will be deserted by his 
one powerful frignd—but unfortunately, both 
countries will suffer. 

Carranza’s conduct strengthens the argument 
of the advocates of intervention that the Mexi- 
cans cannot cure their disorders. It increases 
the difficulties of the President who is striving 
earnestly to avoid intervention. The adminis- 
tration may be compelled in defense of Ameri- 
can rights and American lives to resort to force 
against the de facto Government. If we have to 
abandon our peaceful purposes the responsibility 
will rest with Carranza and his advisers.

THE SUFFRAGE PLANK. | 

A part of the delegates to the Democratic con- 
vention favored a suffrage declaration which did 
not go as far as many representative women be- 
lieved it ought to go. A part opposed any af- 
firmative declaration at all on the subject. For 
the latter plan but 1811-2 votes {n the entire 
membership of the convention were cast. 

So to the Democratic party's great constructive 
principles of the present and past is added the 
principle of full political equality for women and 
men. “We recommend,” says the plank adopt- 
ed, “the extension of the franchise to the women 
of the country by the states upon the same terms 
as men.” 

Efforts for the reform will, accordingly, con- 
tinue in the future as in the past by amendment 
of state constitutions rather than by amendment 
to the Federal Constitution. The suffrage lead- 
ers have no real reason for dissatisfaction. They 
should remember that effort for a Federal amend- 
ment involves also effort in the states. 

The effect of the planks indorsed by the two 
great parties is virtually identical, but while 
the Chicago pledge marks an interesting and 
striking change in the Republican attitude, the 
St. Louis pledge marks a change in the historic 
position of the Democratic party that is revolu- 
tiopary. 

The proposal that only yesterday received 
scant courtesy and even ridicule from legislative 
bodies and the Resolutions Committees of con- 
ventions is now given gracious hospitality and 
acknowledgment and indorsement of its justice 
in principle. Only those, unfamiliar with the 
past phases of the movement can fail to feel a 
deep gratification. 

Equal suffrage is one of the basic principles in 
the political creed of the Socialist party. It has 
long been favored by the Prohibitionists. The/. 
Progressives built part of their great effort on 
it in four years. The campaign this year sees 
both the Democratic and Republican party com- 
mitted to it. 

With every party in America pledged to the 
reform, complete triumph in the state jurisdic- 
tions where effort has been so fruitful in the past 
cannot be long delayed.

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THE OATH OF A SUPREME JUSTICE. 
The oath of office taken by the new Supreme 
Court Justice is as follows: 

I, Louls D. Brandeis, do solemnly swear that 
I will administer justice without respect to 
persons, and do equal right to the poor and 
to the rich, and that I will faithfully and 
impartially discharge and perform all the 
duties incumbent upon me as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
according to the best of my abilities and un- 
derstanding, agreeably to the Constitution and 
laws of the United States. So help me God. 


In this oath is found one of the few instances 
found under our system in which official recogni- 
tion is given to classes—those grand divisions 
of society between the poor and the rich It 
embodies the highest judiciary ideals. Mr. 
Brandeis’ predecessors took this oath and still 
we know that there have been instances in which 
a bias in “understanding” has had an effect, un- 
conscious doubtless, on the success with “4m- 
partial” action “without respect to persons” was 
attempted. We know that Justices, being human, 
are not always immune to the prestige of the 
rich and the feebleness of the poor. 

But it is a fine oath. It is well that the people 
should be reminded occasionally of its exact 
terms, for its influence on thelr ideas of the 
fadiciary. It ia well that Mr. Brandeis’ col- 
leagues, tn whose hearing he took the oath, 
should be reminded of the obligation they them- 
selves have already taken. 
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Warnings are being sounded against the nu- 


merous enterprises offering speedy wealth from 
an investment of hundreds or thousands of dol- 


lars. It is a time for thorough investigation, Mr.

WARNINGS FROM THE PAST. 
Philadelphia Record (Ind. Dem.): Justice 
Hughes will be the first member of the United 
States Supreme Court who has ever made the 
presidential race. Where the experiment has been 
tried by Justices of State Courts the results have 
not been altogether pleasing to them. Take Judge 
Parker, for instance, taken from the New York 
Court of Appeals in 1904 to head the Democratic 
ticket. One of his predecessors, Chief Justice 
Folger, left his high office in 1881 to become Sec- 
retary of the Treasury under President Arthur. In 
the year following he was nominated for Gover- 
nor of New York by the Republicans. Grover 
Cleveland ran against him and performed the re- 
markable feat of beating him by nearly 200,000 
plurality—an unprecedented figure for those days. 
This made Cleveland President in 1884 and sent 
Judge Folger to his grave about the same time. 
Doubtless all these warnings from the past are 
familiar tc Justice Hughes. When he reflects upon 
them and listens to the angry thunders from 
Oyster Bay his dignified and congenial position 
in the Supreme Court with promotion to the 
chief justiceship reasonably certain in the near fu- 
ture, must seem more than ever a delightful post 
of honor. To descend from it and become the butt 
of attacks by a disappointed rival for the nomina- 
tion will be hard, indeed. Such is the thorny 
path of those who let political ambition disturb 
the calm serenity of the judicial seat.

BULL MOOSE IS DEAD. 

Springfield Republican: The radical demo- 
cratic movement in American politics has, for 
the time being, spent its organized force. It be- 
gan with Bryan and ended with Roosevelt. The 
Progressive party is virtually a memory, and 
Bryan in the Democratic party is at the hopeless 
nadir of his influence.

INROADS ON MOOSE VOTE. 

New York Times: In view of the conditional 
withdrawal of Col. Roosevelt from the presiden- 
tial field, Democratic and Republican leaders are 
making a close study of what the Progressive vote 
means. In 1912 the Progressive national ticket, 
headed by Theodore Roosevelt, polled 4,119,507 
votes. Various state elections since then have 
shown a steady decline in the Bull Moose vote. 
A compilation of the returns from the election of 
1914, based upon the vote for Congressmen, showed 
that the Progressives lost 2,213,090 votes from the 
1912 figures, while the Republicans gained 2,528,- 
418, the Democrats also showing a slight gain. 
Of the 1,906,417 votes the Progressives polled in 
1914, a total of 932,679 were cast in California, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois. The Moose strength 
in New York fell from 390,021 in 1912 to 61,977 in 
1914. BS 

In 1912 the popular presidential vote was: Wood- 
row Wilson, Democrat, 6,293,019; William H. Taft, 
Republican, 3,484,956; Theodore Roosevelt, Pro- 
gressive, 4,119,507. The presidential vote in New 
York was: Wllson, 655,475; Taft, 455,428; Roose- 
velt, 390,021. 

In 1914 the votes cast for Congressmen in the 
United States were: Democrats, 6,324,962; Repub- 
licans, 6,013,374; Progressives, 1,906,417. The 1914 
congressional vote in New York was: Democrats, 
571,419; Republicans, 686,701; Progressives, 61,977.

Col. Roosevelt’s refusal to run may yet make 
him the great instrument whereby the two par- 
ties, after failing in convention to get together 
ccmpletely, will be successfully fused during the 
coming campaign. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S GRATITUDE. 

Louisville Evening Post: Immediately after 
the nomination of Mr. Hughes by the Republican 
convention, the Chicago Evening Post, organ of 
Mr. Roosevelt and the Progressives, announced in 
letters spread all across its first page: “This 
action assures that there will be three tickets 
in the field this year and that there can be no 
reconciliation between the Progressives and the 
Republicans.” 

Editorially the Chicago paper discusses the Re- 
publican plan to force Hughes under the expecta- 
tion that Roosevelt would abandon the Progres- 
sives, and expresses a belief that ‘“‘the pressure of 
the personal claims of the Progressives upon 
Roosevelt’s gratitude may be too strong for him.” 


Those personal claims to gratitude did not 
measure up strong at all in Mr. Roosevelt’s mind. 
The Progressives were brought to Chicago in the 
hope that they might talk loud enough to fright- 
en the Republicans into nominating Roosevelt. 
The Progressives came and they were in deadly 
earnest. They nominated Roosevelt and promised 
to stand by him until the end, evidently believing 
that Mr. Roosevelt would stand by them. 

But the Progressives were not strong enough 
to induce the Republicans to name Roosevelt; 
accordingly Roosevelt was done with the Progres- 
sives. His refusal to accept the Progressive nom- 
ination sounds the death knell of the Progressive 
party. Incidentally, it means the extinction, 
politically, of nearly all of the men who left the 
Republican party in 1912 to “follow Roosevelt 
anywhere” and who went to Chicago believing 
that their “personal claims to gratitude’ would 
prevent their leader from deserting them.

The Return of the Russian Bear 


A WEEK OF BRUSILOFF. 

New York Sun: A week of Brusiloff has been 
so disastrous to the Austrians on the eastern 
front that the fall of Lemberg now seems immi- 
nent. In the first Galician campaign the Rus- 
sian General, who was not then in chief com- 
mand, moved so rapidly after the frontier was 
crossed that the Austrians coud nowhere make a 
stand against him, and when his cavalry swept 
round to the west of Lemberg the whole Austrian 
line retreated in a state of demoralization. 

The Russian General is repeating his success, 
in spite of the fact that the Austrians had the 
benefit of German skill in constructing formida- 
ble defenses along their whole front. His mobility 
is even greater than before, his attack more de- 
structive, his captures of prisoners and war mate- 
rial double or treble those of the Russian offen- 
sive in the first months of the war. Operating 
op. a 200-mile front, Brusiloff has driven the Aus- 
trians back at almost every point of contact a 
distance of more than:thirty miles. He has 
taken, according to the last report issued at Petro- 
grad, the fortress of Dubno, Lutzk and Rovno— 
the Volhynian triangle—no .less than 107,000 pris- 
oners, 124 field and siege guns and great quantt- 
ties of other artillery and munitions. He is 
threatening Lemberg, he is knocking at the gates 
of Czernowitz, the Bukowina capital, in the south. 
Not even the great Hindenburg himself has dis- 

played finer strategy or struck the enemy more 
tremendous blows. Brusiloff is making one of 
the great reputations of the war, and it is sig- 
nificant that his offensive in its swiftness and 
power was a surprise to the Teutonic allies. 

The first effect of the Russian victories is the 
abandonment of the Austrian campaign in the 
Trentino; already troops have been withdrawn 
to be hurried to the relief of hard-pressed com- 
manders in Galicia and Bukowina.. It is clear that 
unless the German line north of the Pripet 
marshes and extending to the Dwina can break 


. through the Russian front in a counter offensive, 


the German right flank will be turned by the en- 
emy, with results damaging to German plans and 
prestige. Continued Russian successes in Galicia 
and Bukowina would be the signal for a strong of- 
fensive by the Anglo-British-Servian army in 
Macedonia. Furthermore, a diversion of German 
corps from the western front might become nec- 
essary, with the consequence of a launching of 
the long-delayed offensive by Gen. Joffre. The 
Russians have “come back.” All eyes are on 
Brusiloff. He is trying to turn the tide of war. 
There is a crisis in the affairs of the Teutonic 
Powers. 


WHY ENGLAND WAITS. 

Philadelphia Ledger: As each day brings the 
tremendous onset of the Russians closer and closer 
to the proportions of a decisive advance, the pres- 
sure upon England to do her share becomes strong- 
er. That pressure is exerted chiefly by amateur 
military experts and critics. It does not seem to 
worry Sir Douglas Haig and Gen. Joffre is not 
averse to sitting at table with the commanders 
ot the laggard Britishers. Presumably the gen- 
eralissimo has a reason which the amateurs can- 
not discover. 

That reason may be very deep, but common 
sense supplies the most conclusive justification of 
the long wait on the western front. It would be 
dramatic and splendid to start the drives simul- 
taneously, but it might pot be war. Italy’s st 
den offensive after is a straw in the wae 
It shows that decision is so dearly desired by the 


command will certainly keep the trenches fully 
manned in the west until the Russian menace is 
present, possibly in Germany’s own territory. A 
separate peace between Austria and Russia would 
mean that a dam was thrown across the Russian 
river of men and the flood would run a torren- 
tial course through Germany. Then England could 
break through the dykes on the western front. 

So England and France wait. France in mortal 
danger at Verdun, England in safety. But it is 
certain that they will strike. If they fail they may 
never win the war. They certainly would never 
deserve to win it. 


THE CHANGING WAR ZONE. 

Chicago Journal: The struggle in eastern 
Europe has been a war of magnificent distances. 
While on the western front battle after battle is 
fought on the same ground and divisions and corps 
are exhausted to win a half-mile advance at the 
end of months of effort, the armies of the east 
swing back and forth through a zone hundreds 
of miles broad, and retain something of the old- 
time freedom of maneuver. 

This has been true from the first, and is true 
today. The Germans batter and maul for more 
than three months at Verdun and pay a thousand 
lives for each square mile of ground gained. The 
Russians tear a huge gap in the Austrian line, 
capture 100,000 prisoners and pursue thelr beaten 
enemies thirty or forty miles in a few days. They 
may or may not keep up the pace—it is noteworthy 
that they have encountered only a few divisions 
of German troops—but at least they have dis- 
posed of the Berlin contention that the eastern 
struggle, like that in the west, had become static, 
and that the lines could not be changed. 

Even modern resources are not equal to estab- 
lishing immobile trench warfare on a front of 700 
tu 1000 miles. 


ITS PROBABLE EFFECT. 

Philadelphia Press: The amazing feature of 
the Russian campaigns of late has been the vast- 
ly improved use of artillery, and now, with the 
addition of the vast numbers of guns of all caliber, 
from field pieces and quick firers to heavy siege 
guns, she is starting to batter down the opposi- 
tion of her foes in the east. 

While the new drive will have the effect of forc- 
ing the Austrians and Germans to rush reinforce- 
ments to that zone, at the expense of operations 
elsewhere, it also may cause Rumania to waver 
from her state of neutrality and join tn the cam- 
paign against the Bulgars to the south and the 
Austrians to the west and north of her frontiers.

War With U. S. to 
Unite His Country

as, of course, it will be event- 
ually when the United States sends 
in its army, the next objective 
point will be Saltillo, a city of 24,000 
inhabitants, capital of the State of 
Coahuila. It is about 40 miles west- 
ward from Monterey. Capture of this 
place would be essential to prevent 
attacks on Monterey by Mexican 
forces driven from the latter city. 
But Saltillo is as well fortified as Mon- 
terey. The terrific battle waged at 
Torreon between the Carranzistas 
and the Federals of the Huerta Gov- 
ernment taught the northern com- 
manders the value of trenches, em- 
bankments ang concealed batteries, 
end they have used all this knowl- 
edge to prepare Monterey, Saltillo 
and Torreon for an inhospitable re- 
ception to any troops from the North- 
ern Republic. 

From old Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, in 
the State of Coahuila, opposite Eagle 
Pass, Tex., the Mexican National Rail- 
Way runs southward through Allende, 
Sabinas, Hermanas and Monclova, to 
a junction with the cross-country 
line of the National at Reata. All five 
of these towns were fortified by 
trenches, and the walls of their cuar- 
teles (military posts) strengthened 
during the Madero revolution in 1910- 
11. Since then the defenses have been 
kept in good condition by order of 
Carranza and Obregon, All these must 
be taken before the desert section of 
Coahuila can be crossed by American 
troops, and the taking of each will 
require time, giving the Carranzista

| forces between the advancing Amer- 
ican army and Mexico City the oppor- 
tunity to “dig themselves in” even 
better than they have done so far. 

About 80 miles south of Juarez, 
through which one of the American 
armies would probably enter, is the 
small town of Villa Ahumada. Here 
Gen. Jacinto Trevino has established 
his headquarters, and here fortifica- 
tions more than two miles in length, 
crossing the line of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad, are being erected. Here 
the Carranzistas are preparing to at- 
tempt to give the Americans their 
first check on the way to Chihuahua 
City, which, it is conceded, must be 
taken before the State of Chihuahua, 
now overrun by bandits, can be po- 
liced. Nearly 150 miles south of Ahu- 
mada is Chihuahua City, probably the 
best fortified town, with the excep- 
tion of Torreon, or Celaya, of any in 
Northern Mexico. The old Federals 
intrenched there in 1910, the Huerta 
forces increased the fortifications in 
1913-14, and the Carranzistas and Vil- 
listas have added to them since that 
time. 


Stronghold and Trenches. 


The cuartel in: Chihuahua City is 
the strongest building of its kind in 
Mexico; the streets are cut with 
trenches: machine guns and even 
heavier artillery have been mounted 
on the roof of the state palace and 
in the towers of the cathedral; barbed 
wire entanglements and blinds for 
artillery: cover all the approaches to 
the city, and trenches have been dug 
and breastworks thrown up for a 
radius of nearly two miles .around 
the capital. The Mexicans will have 
the opportunity of putting’ up a fine 
defense there. 

From Chihuahua City, the trail of an 
invading army lies east of south, still 
along the tracks, of the Mexican Cen- 
tral, to Torreon, which is almost on the 
line between the states of Coahuila and 
Durango. Here was fought a bloody 
battle between the Federals of Huerta 
and the Carranzista troops under Fran- 
cisco Villa, Alvaro Obregon, and Felipe 
Angeles. Out of about 10,000 on both 
sides, between 3200 and 3500 were killed. 
These casualties do not include the 
wounded. By far the heaviest death 
rate was among the attackers, and this 
is attributed to the use of machine guns 
from the trenches, which practically sur- 
round the town. Torreon, if properly de- 
fended, will be the hardest point for 
the Americans to take in al] Northern 
Mexico. 

Further west is Nogales, Ariz., and 
across the line, Nogales, Sonora, with 
the Southern Pacific in Mexico running 
south to Hermosillo, the capital of So- 
nora, and thence southwest to Guay- 
mas, the Gulf of Lower California port. 
At Nogales, as at other border towns, 
there is little opportunity for defense 
against troops thrown across the line, 
but at Hermosillo, nearly 140 miles south 
of Nogales, Gen. P. Elias Calles and 
other leaders have industriously thrown 
up fortifications until the city looks like 
a fortified camp. 


Work for the Navy. 


Guaymas, 60 miles further south and 
west, was first fortified by Gen. Pedro 
Ojeda and his Federais in 1913, and has 
since been protected by artillery post- 
ed on the mountain, which rises di- 
rectly above the city and harbor. It 
seems to me that it would be impracti- 
cable to atempt to seize Guaymas with- 
out the aid of a warship in the har- 
bor, which is one of the largest and 
finest south of San Francisco. There 
ate now about 700 Carranza troops in 
Guaymas and nearly 3000 in Hermosillo, 
while about 5000 more are. scattered 
through Sonora and the northern part 
of the adjacent State of Sinaloa. 


Seizure of the rest of the Pacific coast 
of Mexico would be easily accomplished 
by the fleet of the United States, for 
ail the towns of any size or impor- 
tance are ports. First comes Mazatlan 
in Sinaloa, then Manzanillo in Colima, 
with Acapulco in Guerro, and Salina 
Cruz in Oaxaca, still further south. 
Manzanillo, Acapulco, and Salina Cruz 
have artillery and other defenses, but 
no protection has been given Mazatlan. 

Southwari from Torreon and Mon- 
terey the routes to be followed by 
an invading force converging repidly 
as they rise throus” the mountains, 
the railroad from Torreon climbing to 
Zacatecas, capital of the State of that 
name, and the line from Monterey 
to San Lu'‘s Potosi, likewise a state 
capital. Both of these towns lve 
been so well fortified since Madero 
began his revolution against Por- 
firlo Diaz in the winter of 1910- 
11 that not one of the rebel lead- 
ers has attacked them. Neither 
Zacatecas nor San Luis Potosi ever 
Officially gave their alleziance to 
tiuerta, ang Carranza had been in 
Mexico City some weeks before either 
declared its loyalty to his Govern- 
ment, Each contains today about 
10,000 Carranza troops; at San Luis 
Potosi are four batteries of six 3- 
inch guns and a number of moun- 
tain howitzers, while the troops Lave 
12 machine guns to each regiment of 
11600 men. At Zacatecas are five bat- 
teries of six 8-inch guns and 12 
mountain howitzers, while each reg- 
iment is supplied with the régula- 
tion mumber of machine guns. 


More Carranza Garrisons. 


An order was issued that four of 
the five-inch guns which were in the 
arsenal at Mexico City should be 
sent to each of these towns, but 
so far as I can learn, this has not 
been carried out, though there is 
a large amount of ammunition for 
these cannon in Mexico City. These 
guns are the invention of Gen. Man- 
uel Mondragon, an army leader under 
Porfirio Diaz and Minister of War 
in the Cabinet of Gen. Huerta. They 
are considered among the best of the 
emalier artillery. 

Between Zacatecas and Mexico City, 
on the old Mexican Central, are 
Aguascalientes, capital of the State 
of that name, where, for a time Car- 
ranzsa had his capital; Leon, capital 
of Guanajuato and Queretaro, capi- 
tal of that State. <All of i § these 
towns are in the mountains and 
each is garrisoned with from 500 
to 6000 men. Carranza had been 
lived shipping artillery to them for 
‘two months prior to my coming to 
the United States on May 15. All 
will have to be taken before an in-

With the exception of a_ single, 
dilapidated old fort at Ajusco, on the 
south side of Mexico City, and 
Chapultepec Castle, on the north, the 
capital is practically defenseless, 
and should offer little obstacle, oth- 
er than street fighting, to the in- 
vader. The Ciudadela, (arsenal) 
where Felix Diaz made his headquar- 
ters during the Decena Tragica, is 
a stone-walled building, well equip- 
ped with artillery and ammunition, 
but its value as a defensive posi- 


much of his energies

New Coast Defenses. 


It is on the Gulf of Mexico coast, 
however, that Carranza has expended 
and resources 
in preparing for the American invasion. 
At Vera Cruz he has renovated and 
strengthened the island prison of San 
Juan de Ulua, and mounted thereon the 
largest of his artillery, bringing one 
gun from Salina Cruz, on the Pacific 
side, for that purpose. This, with seven 
other cannon, makes a rather formid- 
able battery. On the mainland, the 
Carranza commander has repaired and 
strengthened the old fortress of San- 
tiago, and mounted several smaller can- 
non in its embrasures.

pus American flag was hoisted by the 
troops of the United States in the Hu- 
erta landing of 1914. This always has 
rankled in the hearts of the Mexicans 
of Vera Cruz, and not a little private 
money has been contributed to rearm 
the old fort. Artillery has been mount- 
ed in the light house, in the towers of 
the cathedral, and on the roof of the 
State palace, while a garrison of about 
7000 men is kept constantly at the port, 
with reserves near by. 

Whichever way the american troops 
elect to go to the capital from Vera 
Cruz, three towns—Cordoba, Orizaba 
and Puebla—must be taken before the 
trail can be called clear. Cordoba, 
which has been tentatively selected as 
a new capital by the de facto Govern- 
ment, is so situated in the mountains

Governor. 

Carranza’s southern and central army, 
which consists of nearly 90,000 men, 
widely scattered in many posts from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
Chihuahua ‘City to the Guatemala line, 
is under the 4Girect command ef Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales, whose headquarters are 
at Mexico City. His garrison in the 
mostly 
raw recruita, who are being whipped 
into shape as rapidly as possible. Gon- 
sales, like Madero and Carransa and 
Bernardo Reyes, never was in a battle 
in his life, but won his title by his 
unswerving loyalty to Carransa. Origi- 
nally he was a sugar-cane cutter of the 
State of Tamaulipas, and his knowledge 


of military affairs is omeneccend noth- /§ 


ing. 

He tried to force Carransa to make 
him Minister of War, but Obregon hur- 
ried south from his honeymoon in El 
Paso and compelled the aged “‘supreme 
chief’ to change the order and confer 
the title on him. This resulted in a 
feud between Gonzales and Obregon, 
which has been made three-cornered by 
the entrance of Gen. Alvarod of Yuca- 
tan, who also thought he was entitled 
to the War Ministry. 


Dream of United Nations. 


At Vera Crus, Lieutenant-Colonel Oc- 
oranza is the practical commander, 
though Gen. Jose Delgado outranks him. 
The latter ist soldier of the Bernard» 
paper, while Ocoranza’s only claim to 
fame is that he arrested Felix Diaz by 
a trick in Vera Cruz in October, 1912. 
Neither would be an obstacle to the ad- 
vancement of American forces through 
their territory. 

With all these preparations by Car- 
ranza, the American people should bear 
in mind that he is not seeking to de- 
United States, 
‘but to produce a war with the United 
States, at the end of which he believes 
he will find himself at the head of a 
united Mexico, a thing he never can 
accomplish under present conditions, 

How far the Mexicans will unite be- 
hind Carranza is not certain, but this 
is his plan. If he is allowed to work 
it out, to plunge his own country and 
this peace-loving nation into a useless 
war, all for his own aggrandizement, 
Carranza will become not only a trai- 
tor to his own country, but the cause 
of the deaths of hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of innocent American soldiers as 
well. He should be prevented, even ai 
the cost of -the recognition the United 
States has given him, from perpetrat- 
ing this dastardly crime against civi- 
lization. 

As for the people of Mexico, it is well 
for Americans to remember that while 
Mexico has about 16,000,000 inhabitants, 
less than 3800,000—revolutionists, Carran- 
zistas, Villistas, Zapatistas and all other 
forms of bandits—are under arms. That 
is to say, less than 2 per cent of the 
population is dominating the other #8 
per cent. To my mind, a nation which 
allows this to be done would not offer 
much opposition to a change of mas- 
ters, the more especially if the new 
master brought work, food, peace and 
stable currency to the country.

E gineers Differ as to Merits of 
_ Each, but Practically All Give 
' Equal Service on the Road. 
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' By WILLIAM H,. STEWART JR., 
Pre Stewart Automobile School. 
There are many types of rear axles in 
se, all of which are good when proper- 
y designed. Engineers differ as to the 
merits of each, but standard cars will be 
found using any one of the several 
kinds. A few years ago the chain drive 
Was used on pleasure vehicles extensive- 
ly, but this was gradually supplanted by 
th shaft drive, to obtain silent opera- 
tion. Chains are more or less noisy and 
@come more so as the wear increases. 
In heavy vehicles they are still used, but 
even with trucks chains are gradually 
eing replaced by the shaft drive. 

_ At figure 1 will be seen a typical chain 
frive construction. The transmission 
M is directly attached to the differ- 
ential H and the driving powers trans- 
mitted through jack shafts to the chain 
grockets K and thence backward to 
the brake drum sprockets J, which are 
| hed to the rear wheels. The solid 
e I is a dead member, having the 
Wheels rotate on bearings at the axle 
joints. When the chains are removed 
the rear wheels turn the same as those 
bf any ordinary drawn vehicle. In this 
Construction the radius rods L are 
necessary to hold the rear axle parallel 
to the differential jack shafts. These 
are adjustable, to permit tightening or 
oosening of the chains, but care should 
taken to adjust each equally, other-

At R is shown a truss rod which 
serves to prevent the axle housing from 
sagging at the center, rigid construction 
being necessary to maintain the driving 
members in constant alignment. 


At figure 3 is shown a three-quarter 
floating type. Here the differential unit 
may be taken out from the rear by 
withdrawing the transverse axle shafts 
E.. The wheel bearings are supported 
on the ends of the axle housing, but 
the wheel hub js securely keyed to the 
end of the shafts. In this construction 
the axle shafts do the driving and also 
serve to hold the wheel in alignment and 
care for side strains as well as driving 
strains.

The Firestone giant tire, which is now 
being made in 8-inch, 10-inch and 12- 
inch sizes, and is used to displace dual 
tires, gave a demonstration yesterday 
afternoon, which is considered one of 
the most wonderful feats ever per- 
formed by any tire in a traction test.

Adamson, chairman of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
of the House of Representatives, re- 
fers to the automobile taxation situ- 
ation which limits the crossing and 
recrossing of state lines by the own- 
ers of motor cars. Recently Mr. Ad- 
amson’s committee reported the 
measure which bears his name and 
which would make a home state li- 
cense good in all other states for in- 
definite periods, and which it ia 
hoped will be passed before the pres- 
cnt Congress adjourns. 

A‘uressing the motorists of the 
country at the annual banquet of 
the A. A. A. held. in Washington, Rep- 
resentative Adamson expressed a be- 
lief that the measure could be passed 
if the motor car owners could make 
their Congressmen agree “on the 
god old American interstate ideas of 
communication contained in the bill.”

PRICES SHOULD ADVANCE 


That the purchaser of an automo- 
pile will never have another chance to 
ger so much for his money or to buy 
so cheaply, is the opinion of J. EB.

The present tendency of gasoline 
constantly to depreciate in quality ig 
looked upon with equanimity by the 
Olds Motor Works, builders of the

“Hot weather does not increase the 
air pressure in tires to an extent 
that will in any way injure them,” 


Says A. N. Stanley, district manager 
of the Fisk Rubber Co., “it is the 
general impression that with the ap- 
proach of the warm season one must 
carry tires at low pressure. This is 
decidedly the wrong thing to do, It 
has been definitely determined by 
careful tests that the expansion 
caused by hot weather and hot roads 
is so slight that it cannot cause any 
damage. 

“On the other hand the decreasing 
of air pressure really increases the 
heat of the tire because side walls 
are subjected to greater bending 
Strain and friction between the layers 
of fabric. Under-inflation causes ex- 
cessive flexing of the fabric and 
tends to loosen it and weaken the 
tire. 

“If proper air pressure is carried 
unnecessary annoyance and expense 
will be avoidedsg Regular testing of 
air pressure is as essential as any 
other detail of the care to motor 
cars.’’

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GASOLINE SITUATION 


The work of the United Motor Fuel 
Corporation in the interests of the 
automobile manufacturers during the 
last month, points to four conclusions 
—first, and most important—that the 
future has in store an abundant sup- 
ply of motor fuel at prices lower than 
those prevailing; second, that no pro- 
cess now in common use, does all 
that can be done in the production of 
gasoline; third, that no process ex- 
cept the Burton is as yet a demon- 
strated economical commercial suc- 
cess; fourth, that at least two pro- 
cesses now in their infancy, will 
eventually develop into important 
factors in price reduction, 

These deductions are based on e¢x- 
aminations of all the well-known 
processes and a number not so well 
known; of the probable supply of 
erude oil; of the possibility of using 
srudes now almost neglected as 
sources of gasoline supply jand on 
eareful examination of all. patents 
since the issue to Charles H. Hall in 
L869. Et is not improbable that pat- 
ents will prove as important in this 
as in other branches of. the automo- 
bile industry. 

The company has been flodded with 
all sorts of proposals but is inter- 
ested {in nothing except processes 
demonstrateg and in actual operation. 
Of these it has examined three and 
has two others under consideration. 
3o far it has seen nothing to warrant 
faith in abnormally cheap chemical 
‘compounds or secret processes, but 
an examination is being made of one 
oroduced by a chemist of excellent 
reputation, but who makes no claim 
of extraordinary cheapness.

genera! to permit its acceptance by all 
Democrats, however their views may 
differ in the statement of specific sums. 
Pan-Americanism is praised and more 
intimate relationship favored. In inter- 
national affairs the administration po- 
sition is commended; a protection of 
American rghts at home and abroad. is 
promised, and co-operation with other 
nations in the maintenance of security 
upon the highways of the sea suggest- 
ed. While some may read into this 
plank an indorsement of the program 
of the League to Enforce Peace, that is 
not @& necessary construction. Only @ 
‘feasible association” is advocated, and 
no association will be found feasible 
that. requires this country to entangle 
itself in the quarrels of Europe. 
Strong indorsement is given to the 
President's course in dealing with the 
Mexican situation. The platform sup- 
ports him in the use of force to repel 
invasion and to protect our border, 
but intervention is specifically con- 
demned, except as a last resort. Th 
President is commended for his “stub- 
born resistance” to every demand and 
suggestion to enter upon intervention. 


This plank is one of the most impor- 
tant ones in the platform. The Repub- 
licang assail the party’s Mexican pol- 
loy more vigorously than anything else, 
but thelr attacks will not succeed. When 
they are confronted with the fact that 
intervention is the only alternative, they 
will find that the people, trrespective of 
party, will oppose intervention. 

The plank on Americanism is one of 
the longest in the platform. It covers 
every phase of the subject to which that 
mame has been given. It condemns with- 
out reservation the conduct of any 
American citizen who, individually or 
by association with others, attempts to 
embarrass the Government in dealing 
with international affairs or to aid 
other Governments. No one can find 
fault with the language employed, bBe- 
cause no one would defend the things 
denounced. It is only the application of 
the plank that would arouse criticism. 
Whether, therefore, the plank plays an 
important part in the campaign will 
largely depend upon the use made of it, 
by writers and speakers, and the lan- 
gauge employed in expounding and elab- 
orating it. 

The platform has strengthened the 
party and improved its chances. It was 
made to fit the record of the President 
and Congress; and it ensbodies the 
party’s plans for the future. 

The renomination of President Wilson 
and Vice President Marshall completed 
the work of the convention. The dem- 
onstrations that greeted the names of 
the candidates were proof of their pop- 
ularity and of the unity of purpose that 
existed among the delegates. 

The party is drawn up in battle array; 
the fight is on, and the chances of suc- 
cess have been greatly improved within 
the last two weeks. The action taken 
by the two conventions at Chicago held 
last week aided greatly. The work of 
this convention aided still more. 

The convention can be summed up in 
a few words. Measured by the speeches 
delivered it ranks among the greatest of 
the Democratic conventions. Reference 
has already been made to the keynote 
addresses delivered by Temporary Chair- 
man Glynn and Permanent Chairman 
James.

The horrors 
of the war have sickened the people, 
while its nearness has alarmed them. 
They are grateful that peace reigns here 
in spite of the unspeakable miseries into 
which ‘#0 many nations have been 
plunged. This is the keynote of the 
campaign; this is the tower of strength 
to the Democratic cause. “The Presi- 
dent has kept us out of war’’—that is 
a record upon which the party can offer 
him to the voters of the country. 

The convention grew In enthusiasm as 
it proceeded. Harmony was evident 
everywhere, and yet harmony plus the 
enthusiasm that usually accompanies a 
fight. When the convention adjourned 
everybody was happy. The delegates 
dispersed with the satisfaction of know- 
ing they had contributed their mite +o 
Democratic success, and a mighty mite 
it was. The visitors go home feeling 
that the convention was well worth at- 
tending and wondering when there will 
be another convention of any party so 
militant for peace and so peaceful in 
its militancy.

to believe, but is now a part of the 
general revenues, and ite appropria- 
tion and use are subject to the same 
laws and regulations as any other 
disbursements from municipal funds.” 

To the question whether the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment is to 
meet this week to determine how the 
mill tax payments are to be spent, 
Player replied that the board’s chief 
task would be to prevent its being 
wasted.

Lord Robert said the rights of neutrals 
will continue to be fully considered, 
thus taking a stand different from that 
taken at the economic conference by 
Australian Prime Minister Hughes, who 
wants to place - loop of steel around 
the neutrals, in order to shorten the 
war. 

Complete Agreement With France. 

Of his conference in Paris, Lord Rob- 
ert said: 

‘The intention ws to bring about an 
absolute agreement as to the blockade. 
Except for some minor details there was 
no distinction between the French and 
the British views, but a complete agree- 
ment has now been reached on the 
whole blockade subject. The conference 
foreshadows no change in the method 
of blockade. The whole subject of 
Orders in Council was considered, but 
I will not say now what conclusion 
was arrived at. My view, however, is 
that the methods employed in the block- 
ade will thereby be less open to possible 
misconception by the neutrals.”’ 

Lord Robert declared that his meeting 
with members of the French Govern- 
ment resulted in ‘“‘our logical and argu- 
mentative position being made strong- 
er.”” He spoke of the economic pres- 
gure on Germany being severe, though 
he does not believe the Germans are 
anywhere near starvation and does be- 
lieve that neutrals everywhere recog- 
nize the right to starve an enemy. 

“The pacifists and humanitarians who 
ery out against this phase of the war 
do not understand what it means,’’ he 
added. ‘“‘They do not realize that it is 
the most merciful means of conquering 
an énemy.”’ 

Reply to Mail Note Soon. 

Lord Robert would not comment on 
the principles set forth in the recent 
American note regarding mails, saying 
that the answer to it will be made later 
fin conjunction with the French Govern-

BOY SCOUTS TO PITCH CAMP 
NEAR IRONDALE TOMORROW 


St. Louis Youths to Occupy 22 Tents 
and Receive Athletic and Na- 
ture Instruction. 


Camp Nagel, Boy Scouts of America, 
in St. Louis, will open its third season 
tomorrow in the foothills of the Ozarks 
at Greeny Springs, near Irondale. The 
camp was christened Camp Nagel, in 
honor of Charles Nagel, at that time 
president of the Boy Scout Council in 
St. Louis, and now second vice presi- 
dent. 

It is recognized as one of the largest 
and best equipped boy scout camps in 
America, with splendid facilities for 
cooking and messing. The camp will 
have 22 large tents, with board floors 
and cots. The camp will be governed 
by a council of older boys, under the 
direction of a dozen or more men who 
are experts in camping and other out- 
door activities. 

The daily program will consist of hik- 
ing, tracking, stalking, camp cooking, 
nature study, map making, map read- 
ing, swimming and life saving, signaling, 
photography, wireless telegraphy, over- 
night hikes, first-aid instruction, build- 
ing of huts and “lean-to’s,’’ forestry, 
trail making, knot tying and splicing, 
baseball, tennis, fishing and evening en- 
tertainments around the camp fire. 

Talks will be by H. M. Whelpley, dean 
of the St. Louis College of Pharmacy, 
who is one of the best authorities on In- 
dian life in Missouri. J. W. Mackelden 
is also one of the permanent staff, who 
will interest the scouts on animal be- 
havior and physiology. Provision has 
been made for the accommodation of 
any of the boys’ parents who wish to 
visit Camp Nagel at week ends. 

The camp master is Ralph W. Huf- 
ferd, instructor of chemistry, Illinois 
State University. The camp will be 
under the general supervision of H. H. 
Simmons, scout commissioner.

Thies wae $52,490,000 an hour, 
and the total was about the amount ap- 
propriated annually for several years 
past for the maintenance and increase 
of the United States navy. 

These ships were the product of years 
of work, and the men—probably 900)— 
who perished with them took longer to 
train than they to build.

iliaries and aircraft—had been given 
Admiral Beatty’s task off Jutland, with 
no Jellico and his huge fleet to sup- 
port it at the crisis, it would now be but 
‘a memory—wiped out. 

To fit it for its rightful place among 
navies and for the vast work which 
confronts it will take years of labor 
and the expenditure of many hundreds 
of millions of dollars, and after 22 
months of war we have not even made 
a beginning. With the tragically im- 
pressive lesson of Jutland before it, will 
this Congress act, promptly and ade- 
quately, now? 

In the statements of the British Ad- 
miralty as to the Jutland battle, thete 
is one fact which, though little noted, 
is of surpassing importance to a fleet 


in war, namely, that after Admiral Jel-| 


lico had searched the battfeground for 
disabled ships on June 1, “he returned 
to his bases, 400 miles away, refueled his 
fleet and in the evening of June 2 was 
again ready to put to sea’’—that is, in 
about five hours after their arrival at 
their base his ships were ready for ac- 
tion. 

Naval strength is not measured by 
battleships alone. One decisive action 
has ended few wars. Of almost equal 
importance with the day of battle is 
the day after it, when shattered ships 


seek their base to refit for the nex®}: 


clash of the fleets. So naval strength 
must be judged in terms, not only of 
dreadnoughts, but of readily accessible 
bases for their rapid docking and re- 
pair. 

With respect to naval bases, the 
United States is conspicuously lacking, 
not only in the proper equipment of 
those existing, but in the absence of 
others near the probable battlegrounds 
of the future. In a monograph, recently 
issued as a public document, Rear Ad- 
miral Edwards says: 

Need of More Docking Facilities. 

““‘We have been able, after a fashion, 
to dock all of our ships, but only by 
maintaining a special docking schedule 
whereby the ships of each squadron can 
be sent in turn to particular navy yards 
at regular times each year * * *® Near- 
ly everything in the shape of our naval 
shore stations on the Atlantic {is now 
concentrated between Cape Ann and 
Cape Henry. * * * There is not a 
dry dock possessed by the Government 
or by anyone else on the South Atlantic 
or Gulf coasts which will dock any of 
our superdreadnoughts. * * ®* Jf, for 
that stretch of 2500 miles along these 
coasts, we have neither a drydock that 
can receive a superdreadnought nor a 
crane that can handle the engines, boil- 
ers and turret guns installed on these 
vessels, and if a battered fleet has to 
wend its way past Cape Hatteras to 
make for a harbor where it can be re- 
paired, who can maintain that a naval 
program which provides only floating 
craft and reserve ammunition, is a well- 
rounded one?’ 

If that relatively short stretch ‘“be- 
tween Cape Ann and Cape Henry” were 
seized by an invading force, our Atlan- 
tic fleet would apparently be homeless 
—adrift without fuel or ammunition, the 
helpless prize of the enemy. And, if wa 
still held that coast in war, would the 
“special ‘docking schedule’ now main-

‘a memory—wiped out. 

To fit it for its rightful place among 
navies and for the vast work which 
confronts it will take years of labor 
and the expenditure of many hundreds 
of millions of dollars, and after 2 
months of war we have not even made 
a beginning. With the tragically im- 
pressive lesson of Jutland before it, will 
this Congress act, promptly and ade- 
quately, now? 

In the statements of the British Ad- 
miralty as to the Jutland battle, there 
is one fact which, though little noted, 
is of surpassing tmportance to a fleet 


lico had searched the battfeground for 
disabled ships on June 1, “he returned 
to his bases, 400 miles away, refueled his 
fleet and in the evening of June 2 was 
again ready to put to sea’’—that is, in 
about five hours after their arrival at 
their base his ships were ready for ac- 
tion. 

Naval strength is not measured by 
battleships alone. One decisive action 
has ended few wars. Of almost equal 
importance with the day of battle is 
the day after it, when shattered ships 
seek their base to refit for the nex? 
clash of the fleets. So naval strength 
must be judged in terms, not ofily of 
dreadnoughts, but of readily accessible 
bases for their rapid docking and re- 
pair. 

With respect to naval bases, the 
United States is conspicuously lacking, 
not only in the proper equipment of 
those existing, but in the absence of 
others near the probable battlegrounds 
of the future. In a monograph, recently 
issued as a public document, Rear Ad- 
miral Edwards says: 

Need of More Docking Facilities. 

““We have been able, after a fashion, 
to dock all of our ships, but only by 
maintaining a special docking schedule 
whereby the ships of each squadron can 
be sent in turn to particular navy yards 
at regular times each year * * * Near- 
ly everything in the shape of our naval 
shore stations on the Atlantic is now 
concentrated between Cape Ann and 
Cape Henry. * * * There is not a 
dry dock possessed by the Government 
or by anyone else on the South Atlantic 
or Gulf coasts which will dock any of 
our superdreadnoughts. * * * If, for 
that stretch of 2500 miles along these 
coasts, we have neither a drydock that 
can receive a superdreadnought nor a 
crane that can handle the engines, boil- 
ers and turret guns installed on these 
vessels, and if a battered fleet has to 
wend its way past Cape Hatteras to 
make for a harbor where it can be re- 
paired, who can maintain that a naval 
program which provides only floating 
craft and reserve ammunition, is a well- 
rounded one?’’ 

If that relatively short stretch ‘“be- 
tween Cape Ann and Cape Henry” were 
seized by an invading force, our Atlan- 
tic fleet would apparently be homeless 
—adrift without fuel or ammunition, the 
helpless prize of the enemy. And, if we 
still held that coast in war, would the 
“special docking schedule” now main-

HIOOUURI 


COULD DOIN WAR 
TIME INVESTIGATED 


Factories Asked as to Their Fa- 
cilities for Furnishing 
Supplies. 


The Migsouri section of a nation- 
wide industrial inventory, which is to 
show the resources available in time 
of war, is being directed by Philip N. 
Moore of 8125 Lafayette avenue, a 
mining engineer with offices in the 
Merchants-Laciede building. 

The national movement is in charge 
of the committee on industrial pre- 
paredness of the United States Naval 
Consulting Board, which has its head- 
Quarters in the Engineering Societies 
building, 29 West Thirty-ninth street, 
New York. Howard E. Coffin is chair- 
man, and W. 8. Gifford supervising 
director. 

The Missouri committee, of which 
Moore is chairman, has four other 
members, Hdward Filad, Charles F. 
Ruffner and L. F. Nickell of St. Louis, 
and Daniel Bontecou of Kansas City. 
All are members of engineering or- 
ganizations, which have jointly un- 
dertaken the task of providing the 
national Government with informa- 
tion as to the country’s resources, in 
case of emergency. 

Information Being Collected. 

The committee has sent ouf about 
1000 inventory blanks to Missouri 
manufacturing -concerns. The infor- 
mation sought is as to the adaptabil- 
ity of factories, mills and mines to 
furnish, on short notice, the articles 
which would be most urgently needed 
‘Sy the Government in time of war. 
This information is to be placed on 
file in the Navy Department, but will 
not be open to public inspection, 
being held in confidence for the use 
of the Government only. 

In requesting this information, the 
committee urges upon manufacturers 
that it will be to their interest to 
determine, now, just what they can 
do in a time of emergency; and that 
it is desirable, in. case war should 
come, to cause the smallest possible 
shock to economic and labor condi- 
tions, and to have the largest pos- 
sible number of plants kept at work. 

The committee has planned a system 
of annual “educational” orders, in 
small quantities, for the manufacture of 
munitions of war. These orders are to 
be placed with plants producing ma- 
chinery, chemicals and metallurgical 
articles. Manufacturers of farm ma- 
chinery, it has been found, can make 6- 
inch shells with their machinery. But- 
ton machines can be used for making 
small munitions. Most foundries have 
the necessary equipment for filling mu- 
nitions orders. 

Makers of shoe, underwear, cloth- 
ing, condensed milk, optical goods, au- 
tomobiles and other things which are 
in immediate demand in war, are asked 
as to the supply which they could fur- 
nish the Government of their regular 
product. Makers of automobiles and 
accessories, however, would probable be 
called on to supply munitions also. 

+ Moore said yesterday that the inquiry 


thus far maae had shown that Mis- 
sourt’s chief contribution to industrial 
preparedness will be in its supply of 
lead and zine, and its manufactures of 
shoes, harness, clothing, flour,; bakery 
and machine shop products.

Carondelet Packing Concern Obtains 
Permit to Supply That Meat Be- 
cause of Its Cheapness. 

That horseflesh is the only meat 
that a number of foreign-horn fami- 
lies of St. Louis have, was the state- 
ment of City Meat Inspector Jack 
Ritter made yesterday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Acording to Ritter, the firm of 
Wills & Bockstruck, located of Ivory 
avenue, a block from the Carondelet 
Packing Co., has slaughtereq 63 
horses during the past six months. 

Ritter said there were no Federal 
or State laws prohibiting the sale of 
horseflesh as such, and that a per- 
mit to kill horses and sell the flesh 
was issued to the firm named abot 
six months ago, The permit, he said. 


issued at the instance of the firm for 
protection. 

He said the company disposed of 
the horseflesh to various famil‘es 
living in that vicinity who had but 
recently arrived from Europe. 

Horseflesh if from a third to a 
half cheaper than beef. The saleable 
meat obtained from a $100 beef steer 
can be duplicated, according to Rit- 
ter, with a $12 plug horse. 

To the layman, according to Rit- 
ter, a portion of a horse’s carcass 
could not be distinguished from the 
same portion of a beef. He said the 
meat dressed well and had a nice 
appearance. é

Mrs. Maude Younger, Lobbyist, 
Says She Is Through With 
Members of Congress. 


250 ATTEND DINNER 


St. Louis Suffragists Named to 
Organize New Body in 
Missouri. 


Mrs. Maude Younger of California, 
lobbyist at Washington for the past 
year for the Congressiona! Union, an or- 
ganization of women banded together to 
get the Susan B. Anthony amendment 
Passed by Congress, said in an address 
at the Planters Hotel last night, at a 
dinner of suffragists, that the work of 
the union would henceforth be directed 


‘toward winning President Wilson over 


to its cause. 

“We are through with committees, 
Senators and Representatives and we 
realize we must win over the President 
to accomplish our purpose,’’ she said. ‘‘I 
have been told by several statesmen who 
refused flatly to support the amend- 
ment when sought by us to do so that 
they would vote for it if it became a 
party measure. 

Want It as Party Measure. 

“We are going to try to-make the 
amendment.a party measure and we 
are going to win our fight with the aid 
of the 4,000,000 votes of the women in 
the states where they have been en- 
franchised.’”’ 

The dinner was attended by members 
of the Congressional Union, the Wom- 
an’s Party and of the local Equal Suf- 
frage League. Mrs. Younger announced 
that the union will work hand in hand 
with the Woman's Party for the amend- 
ment, henceforth, and a movement to 
organize a branch of the union for this 
State was launched. About %0 women 
attended the dinner. 

A committee of six women identified 
with.the suffrage movement in St. Louis 
was sel.cted to organize Missouri. They 
are Mrs. Edith Barringer, Mrs. Fred 
Taussig, Miss Mary Lionberger, Mrs. 
Ww. W. Boyd Jr., Miss Clara Louise 
Thompson and Mrs. Everett W. Pat- 
tison. 

Gilson Gardner, a Washington 
newspaper correspondent, spoke. He 
told the women that Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels called him into confer- 
ence during the Democratic conven- 
tion, just closed, and asked if in his 
(Gardner's) opinion the women of the 
Union and the Woman’s Party “could 
deliver” any great vote against the 
party if the suffrage plank were not 
satisfactory to them. Gardner said 
he warned Secretary Daniels the the 


was not necessary, although it was “women not only could, but would so 


“deliver.” 
All Get Together. 

Mrs. W. C. Fordyce of the local 
Equal Suffrage League opened the 
meeting with a short address. This 
was the first occasion on which the 
Equal Suffrage League had affiliated 
in any way with the other two or- 
ganizations here, 

Other speakers were Rheta Childe 
Dorr of New York, a writer; Anna 
Martin of Nevada, head of the Wom- 
an’s Party; Sara Bard Field of Cali- 
fornia, Miss Alice Paul of New Jer- 
sey, national chairman of the Con- 
gressional Union; Ida Finney Mack- 
rille of California, Art Young of New 
York, and Gov. John Kendrick of 
Wyoming. 

Ida Finney Mackrille, who has been 
a suffrage worker for many years in 
her native State and who has visited 
the three conventions, in her speech 
told of the work for the cause in the 
West. 

‘When we in California sought suf- 
frage,”’ she said, “we had to go person- 
ally to each of the white, black and 
yellow voters, and there were yellow 
voters, and ask each one of them per- 
sonally for their support. We had to 
urge men who were our inferiors intel- 
lectually to give us what we needed. We 
were seriously in earnest. Our thinking 
personally changed, however, when we 
got the vote to thinking impersonally. 
And now with our votes in the West 
we will aid the women in the East in 
securing suffrage. And to use a slang 
‘we are getting it over.’ ’’ 

Art Young Speaks. 

Art Young then was introduced. He 
stated that he was for suffrage and 
said: “I am for the people who en- 
deavor to atcomplish something that 
appears impossible. The suffragists are 
attempting what ts apparently impos- 
sible, and for that reason I give them 
my aid and support.” 

Rheta Childe Dorr, representative of

purchases or matters for which ‘she obligates 
or contracts be first submitted to me in 
writing and are approved by me in writing 
over my signature before the contract or ob- 
ligation is closed and entered into by her. 
Any effort to pledge my credit otherwise 
than with my express knowledge and con- 
sent in writing will be resisted, repudiated 


and payment refused by me.

At the Heydt home last night the 
housekeeper said that Mr. and Mrs. 
Heydt virtually had been living apart in 
the same house for some time.

said no divorce suit had been prepared 
and that he was not at liberty to say 
whether or not one is contemplated. The 
reason for the advertisement, he said, 
was that Heydt wished to have absolute 
contro] over his household expenses and 
did not wish his wife to run up large 
charge accounts. 

The advertisement recalls some of Mrs. 
Heydt’s testimony when her deposition 
in the $20,000 suit of her former cook 
was taken. This suit was filed by Mrs. 
Allie B. Traw, who alleged that before 
she left the employe of the Heydt’s, 
March 29, Mrs. Heydt assaulted her and 
injured her so that she was not able to 


-| work to support herself and two chil- 


dren. 
Mrs. Heydt’s Testimony. 

At the taking of the deposition Mrs. 
Heydt testified that she had sold 2 
shares of stock in the American Bakery 
Co., which her husband gave her, and 
that she had spent all the money. She 
said she had no income and had only 
$25 or $50 in bank. Asked what meana 
of-support she had, she said: ‘‘I’ve got 
good credit all around.” When asked 
if she had any diamonds or other jew- 
elry, she said she might have some 
pawn tickets, and later admitted she 
had diamonds, but spoke of pawn tickets 
because the diamonds might have to go 
in pawn. 

Mrs. Traw, who is now employed in 
an apartment next door to the Heydt 
home, last night told a reporter that 
the Heydts had some disagreements 
while she was working for them. The 
cause of the trouble, she said, usually 
was money matters, the wife being 
charged with extravagance. Heydt is 
62 years old and his wife is about 4. 
They have been married nine years. 
Both had been married previously.

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HE column of American troops now 
in Mexico is inside a ‘‘V’’ of Mex- 
ican soldiers, according to news 


dispatches. This ‘‘V’’ has its lower point 


about the town of Santa Ana, in the 
foothills of the Sierra Madre mountains, 
just south of Namiquipa, which is the 
southernmost base of the American pun- 
itive expedition. 

Mexican forces are stationed along the 
line shown in the map north and east 
of this point, up the Carmen river to the 
railroad, and along the railroad to 
Juarez.. The main point of concentTa- 
tion for the Mexicans is at Villa Ahu- 
mada, where Gen. Trevino is said to 
have more than 12,000 men and 4 pieces 
of artillery. Mexican military men be- 
lieve that this line could prevent the 
Americans ft igh om penetrating astern | 


Chihuahua, The western line of the *‘V’’ 
is formed, on its southern half, by the 
impassable mountain range, which is the 
backbone of the continent. There are no 
passes through the Sierra Madres in this 
section through which an army could 
pass. The Cumbre tunnel has _ been 
blocked for more than two years, and 
no trains have run south of the moun- 
tains in that time. 

Near the international line there are 
three passes, very difficult, but still 
avatiable for the passage of troops. At 
the western approach to these passes, 
Gen. Calles, military .govérnor of Sonora, 
has strong bodies of his troops, and in 
the very remote possibility of American 
troops striking westward, they would 
meet stiff opposition from Calles’ In- 
dians, who are considered the best sol- 
diers in Mexico.

CONFER ON 


Naval Craft Being Put in Readiness to Take 
Americans Out of Mexico—Funston Wires 
He “Anticipates Fighting.”

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Confirma- 
tion of Gen. Trevino’s warning that 
any movement of American troops ia 
Mexico except toward the border 
would be treated by the Carranza 
Commanders as a hostile act, reached 
the War Department late today. Sec- 
retary Baker declined to comment or 
to make public Gen. Trevino’s mes- 
sage or the reply of Gen. Pershing re- 
fusing to recognize authority of the 
Carranza General over the American 
expedition. 

While it was apparent that Gen. 
Pershing’s reply would be backed up 
by officials here it was not indicated 
what further action the Washington 
Government might take. Secretary 
Baker took the text of Gen. Trevino’s 
ultimatum to the White House and 
conferred with the President tonight. 
It was understood that after studying 
the note the President would await 
official information regarding re- 
ported fighting today in the Browns- 
ville district before he determined 
upon a course. 

After his conference with the Pres- 
ident, Secretary Bakér said he had 
ordered no additional troops to the 
border and that Gen. Pershing had 
asked for no reinforcements. 

“T look for no’ immediate trouble 
there,” said the Secretary. “That sit- 
uations seem to be not imminent.” 

Funston’s Dispatch. 

Gen. Funston’s dispatc was not 
made publie, but officials indicated it 
did not go into details regarding the 
situation at Jrownsville. Secretary 
Baker was inclined to believe there had 
been no clash with Carranza troops, 
pointing out that the department's in- 
formation indicated the presence of 
only a few small Mexican commands in 
that vicinity. 

Secretary Raker's conference with the 
President lasted more than an hour. 
1% would not discuss it afterward. 

After he left the White House, Secre- 
tary Baker went into conference with 
Major-General Scott, chief of staff, at 
the War Department, and later Major-

The presence of Gen. Mills was taken 
as confirmation that one of the first 
steps to meet such a development would 
be a mobilization of more nattonal 
guardsmen at’ the border. After the 
conference Gen. Scott said no new troop 
orders of any sort had been sent or de- 
cided upon. j 

When the department closed for the 
night no further report from Gen. Fun- 
ston regarding the Brownsville situation 
had been seceived. 

Tonight the War Department had 
received no report on the develop- 
ments at Brownsville. Officials saii 
that if Carranza troops had made any 
attack on American detachments fol- 
lowing “hot trails” over the line the 
Americans undoubtedly would with- 
draw to the American side and en- 
trench to repel any attempt to follow 
them. They did not believe any 
counter attack would be attempted 
without specific orders from Wash- 
ington. 

Policy Unchanged, Lansing Says.

Americans from Mexico and not to per- 
mit the entry of another expedition, of- 
ficers here were convinced tonight that 
a -clash, and perhaps ea; could not bs 
averted. 


The tension at Gen. Funston’s head- 
quarters was evident. There was no in- 
dication that orders would be sent to 
Gen. Parker to withdraw Maj. Ander- 
son's force, but rather there were indi- 
cations that by tomorrow the force 
would be strengthened. 

Ricaut Has Large Force. 

Gen. Ricaut has in the vicinity of 
Brownsville a large force, but in that 
region immediately beyond Brownsville, 
toward the coast, in which the Amer- 
feans entered, he apparently had sta- 
tioned no troops. For him to move 
troops into position to attack the Amer- 
leans where they were tonight would 
not, however, be difficult, or require 
much time.

Mexican General’ Told He Has 
No Authority to Govern 
Movements of Americans.. 


SAN ANTONIO, June 17.—Gen. Per- 
shing has told Gen. Jacinto Trevino, in 
reply to the message warning him that 
cny move of the American troops ex- 
cept toward the border would be re- 
carded as a hostile act, that he could 
rut recognize his authority to govern 
the movements of the American expe- 
dition.

Purported Text of Pershing’s Reply 
to Trevino. 

CHICAGO, June 17.—The Tribune 
prints a dispatch from a correspondent 
at El Paso purporting to give the text 
of Gen. Pershing’s reply to Gen. Tre- 
‘ino’s warning, as follows: 

“I have not received orders to remain 
stationary or t6 withdraw. If I see fit 
to send troops in pursuit of bandits to 
the south, east or west,.in keeping with 
the object of this expedition, I will do 
sO. 

“If any attack is made on any part of 
my forces while performing such duties, 
the entire military strength of the expe- 
dition will be used against the attacking 
forces. 

“Gen. Trevino as commander in chief 
of the de facto Government’s troops in 
the north will be held responsible for 
Mexican forces within striking distance 
of the American forces.’’ 


400 MORE TROOPS 
ARRIVE IN JUAREZ

Civilian Guard Formed There in 
Anticipation of Invasion by 
United States. 

EL PASO, Tex., June 17.—About 
three score Mexicans reported in 
Juarez plaza this evening in response 
to a call to citizens to receive mili- 
tary instructions, that they might be 
prepared to’ fight against invasion 
in the event there should be a break 
with the U. 8S. The Mexicans organ- 
ized a civil guard, went through a 
few perfunctory military movements 
and went to their homes without fur- 
ther demonstration. 

Excitement manifest in El Paso 
last night. and early today had abated 
tonight with the realization that ev- 
ery preparation has been made to 
protect the city. Even the arrival of 
400 additional troops from Vila 
Ahumada, 83 miles south, to augu- 
ment the Juarez garrison, caused but 
passing comment. 

Gen. George Bell Jr., commanding 
the American border patrol, continues 
to keep all officers and soldiers of 
the Fort Bliss garrison in the post 
awaiting “any developments,” but he 
reiterates that the order is merely a 
measure of preparedness. Word was 
received at military headquarters to- 
day that a train of 27 motor trucks 
had been shipped to El Paso to be 
used tn transportingtroops and sup- 
plies along the border. :

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Newspa- 
pers received today from private 
sources in Mexico contain articles 
which indicate how the popular mind 
of that country is being poisoned 
against the United States. In every 
publication the good faith of the 
American Government is denied; ha- 
tred of our supposed avarice and scorn 
of our imagined cowardice are con- 
stantly taught. 

Some of the most stinging expres- 
Sions of contempt appear in El 
Pueblo, the official organ of the Con- 
Sstitutionalists, carefully censored, it 
is understood, by the Carranza cab- 
inet, which reads all articles before 
they are published. 

Notwithstanding the widely known 
fact that the Carranza Government 
has sought in vain for loans in Wall 
Street, capital against the United 
States is made of the alleged fact that 
Thomas F. Ryan and allied interests 
offered such a loan at the time Gen. 
Obregon was attending the El Paso 
conferences. The inference lightly 
veiled was that an attempt to bribe 
Obregon was made. 


With characteristic contempt for 


the United States, the Government 
organ ina first page editorial headed, 
“International Ill-Health,” declares: 

“The intervention which menaces us 
from across the Rio Grande is the 
sign of premature decay of a giant. 
Considering the premises regarding 
the rights of the people which Mr. 
Wilson established as a program of 
his Government at the commencement 
of his administration, intervention in 
our republic would signify failure, a 
sad manifestation of the debility in 
the North American democracy and 
that the country is enfeebled, having 
given way under the pressure of the 
plutocratic oligarchy which is steadily 
rising to greater power.” 

“But we do not look for nor expect 
intervention. The Mexican -nation is 
not incapacitated and would not permit 
it, even were the crisis to arise. But 
we look upon the border difficulties as 
local eruptions, caused by contact of 
two bodies, each in an abnormal and 
critical period. In Mexico democracy is 
being born; in the United States democ- 
racy is on the decline. There plutoc- 
racy is choking out the vitality of the 
people; here the vitality off the people 
has overcome plutocracy and driven it 
from our borders.” 


The situation at Guaymas is critical, 
due to the inability of the de facto gov- 
ernment to redeem the last issue of 
currency, aS was promised. 

The merchants, the majority of whom 
are foreigners, refused to increase their 
stock, which can be done only from 
the United States, and there only for 
gold or its equivalent, because’ the 
de facto officials arbitrarily place a 
valuation upon the goods upon their 
arrival in the city and then fix a sell- 
ing price. 

The stores are compelled to remain 
open and the shopkeepers are required 
to accept what they regard as worth- 
less paper money in payment for their 
goods. To add to the hardship, mer- 
chants say, a rate of exchange is set 
which is in excess of that quoted at 
Hermosillo and at the banks along the 
border, and the merchants are com- 
pelled to accept this under penalty of 
arrest. 

Arrivals at Guaymas announce an un- 
precedented shortage of food in the 
interior of Sonora and that starvation 
of the populace is imminent. No crops 
have been planted, for the reason that 
no protection is afforded against raid- 
ing bandits and foraging soldiers. 

Advices from Manzanillo announce a 
like condition existing in that vicinity. 

The cruiser Cleveland is at Guaymas, 
the gunboat Yorktown at Topolobam- 
po, the gunboat Annapolis at Mazat- 
lan and the cruiser Albany at Man- 
ganiilo. The auxiliary cruiser Buffalo 
is en route to Guaymas from San 
Diego. No anti-American feeling has 
been reported from any of the west 
coast ports. 


PERSH:NG’S MEN 
ARE REDISPOSED 


COLUMBUS, N. M., June 17.—The 
American expedition in Mexico, is 
sleeping On its arms, prepared for 
any eventuality. According to re- 
ports arriving here tonight, Gen. 
Jacinto Trevino’s threat is taken seri- 
cusly by the army men, more espe- 
clally since he occupied the better 
part of last week re-forming his en- 
tire line south of Namiquipa. 

American scout patrols have been 
detailed to watch the Mexico North- 
western Railway to prevent any sur- 


movements from North or 
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South. 

Information leaking through from 
the south today indicates that the 
American troops are being re-dis- 
posed in sections where surprise at- 
tacks might be possible. Outposts in 
évery direction have been withdrawn 
and detailed to vantage points for 
protective purposes. While no im- 
mediate attack is looked for, Gen. 
Pershing is taking every precaution 
to protect his command, it is said. I 
is understood also that Gen. Persh- 
ing’s instructions give him perfect 
freedom of action in case of attack 
by the Mexican de facto troops. Am- 
munition and supplies were being 
rushed from Columbus to Namiquipa 
in huge quantities. 

The First Battalion of the Twentieth 
Infantry received orders tonight to 
move immediately to El Paso. At the 
same time Battery A of the New Mex- 
ico national guard received instructions 
to hasten its departure for that point. 
Both organizations immediately began 
loading their equipment on trains and 
are expected to leave early tomorrow 
morning. Maj. W. 8. Sample, base com- 
mander here, is ordered to report to El 
Paso upon the arrival of his successor, 
Maj. C. 8S. Farnsworth, irom Nami- 
quipa.

Agua Prieta Garrison Leaves Hur- 
riedly on Special Train.

Only 
the Kansas guard now is required to 
take such an oath, and unless all the 
remaining units take the required 
oath before July 1, a légal hiatus will 
occur in their status which may 
prove embarrasing. The attention of 
all Governors has teen called to this 
condition and they have been urged 
to see that their men are promptly 
sworn in in accordance with the new 
law. This correspondence is said to 
have led to reports that the gtard 
of various states had received orders 
for active service on the border. 

Transports Helq in Readiness, 

It became known today that several 
army transports aré being held in 
readiness for use as refugee ships 
should the need arise. Whether any 
actually have been ordered to Mexi- 
can waters officials would not say. 
The navy transport Hancock will go 
to Vera Cruz, however, as soon as 
she lands her marine passengers in 
Santo Domingo. She should reach 
Vera Cruz in a few days. 

Official advices have indicated that 
the recent border raids have created 
great excitement in the American col- 
ony in Mexico City. Many Americans, 
are said to be preparing to leave. 
There are approximately 1000 Anieri- 
cans in the Mexican capital and 100 
in and about Tampico. As a measure 
of precaution the destroyer’ ship 
Panther and a number of destroyers 
have been ordered to Key West, 
ready for a quick dash to the relief 
of Americans along the coast. It ifs 
understood also that other navy 
craft are being prepared for emerg- 
ency use, authough plans are care- 
fully guarded. 

A message today from Maj. Gray of 
the Fourteenth Cavalry gave further 
details of the fight at San Ignacio be- 
tween his troops and bandits. All of 
the bandits are believed to have been 
Carranza soldiers at one time or an- 
other, he said, though it was hard to 
say how many atill were enrolled as 
such, A lleutenant’s blouse was 
found; papers on the bodies of Mexi- 
cans bore the stamp of the Carranza 
army, and Maj. Cruz Ruiz, believed 
to be a Carranza officer, was cap- 
tured. 

Maj. Gray picked up a number of 
rifles and 10 bombs left behind by the 
attackers. He also noted that ammu- 
nition used by his assailants included 
soft-nosed bullets. 

A report from Progreso, Yucatan, 
received at the State Department, sald 
that 14 American residents in that sec- 
tion had sailed for the United States 
within the last few days. Officials 
said their departure probably was due 
to the efforts of consular officers, who 
are encouraging all American citizens 
to leave Mexico. No mention of dis- 
turbances at Progreso or in the State 
of Yucatan was made. 

Although the War Department had 
no report tonight on developments be- 
yond the border at Brownsville, 
dispatch came from Gen. Funston tell- 
ing of a raid by © bandits near San 
Bonito, Tex., of their repulse by a de- 
tachment of the Twenty-sixth Infantry 
under Col. Bullard, and of the crossing 
of Lieut.

| SAILORS OF THEIR GREAT 
BATTLE WITH THE ENGLISH 


a Cruiser Was Protected by British © 
Destroyers by Error. 


BERLIN, June 17.—Big bronzed sail- 
ors and petty officers of the German 
High Seas Fleet on Berlin furlough, in 
simple, straightforward sailor style, 
are telling stories covering many 
phases and angles of the great North 
Sea battle. 

Under Officer Daunert of the West- 
falen, chief gunner’s mate of the sec- 
ondary batteries on the port side, told 
how the Westfalen had sunk six Brit- 
ish destroyers in quick succession in 
the course of desperate night torpedo 
attacks, 

“T didn’t see much of the day battle,” 
he said. “It was around 1 o'clock in 
the morning when the Westfalen that 
led the long battle column turned its 
nose toward the home port. 

“There was the utmost tension as we 
realized the British meant business. At 
1:30 in the morning the lookouts re- 
ported a dark object on the port side. 
The commander of the searchlight bat- 
tery gave the order to switch on the 
searchlights quickly. The command 
was given, ‘Attention! torpedo boat on 
part side.’ Then the chief artillery of- 
ficer gave us permission to fire. 

“It was a large scout ship of the 
Botha type, and bore the number 60. It 
shot three or four torpedoes at us, but 
missed. We opened fire with our mid- 
dle-caliber guns at 1200 yards. Our 
second salvo hit the bridge and swept 
it away with its whole command. The 
tower was also shot away, and the sh!ip 
was soon burning from stem to stern 
and glowing red hot like a furnace. The 
leaderless scout ship, whose machines 
evidently were undamaged, followed us 
for five minutes with undiminished 
speed, though listing heavily. Then it 
started to sink slowly, bow first. It 
was still running wild and burning up 
as we left it behind. 

Destroyers Quickly Sunk. 

“English torpedo boats continued to 
attack us at intervals of about half 
an hour. The second destroyer we fin- 
ished off quicker. It was No. 9% as far 
as I could make out. We sank it in 
four salvos in & seconds after we re- 
ceived permission from the artillery 
officer to begin firing. We were hit- 
ting up @ pace of a salvo every $ sec- 
onds. 

‘The third English destroyer attacked 
us at 1400 yards.

Well Provided For. 

The sacrifice will not by any means 
leave Mrs. Astor withéut a gift from 
her former husband. There was an 
outright legacy of $100,000 to her under 
the will, she was given jewels worth 
more than $250,000, and under an ante- 
nuptial settlement she received prop- 
erty of the known value of $1,109,321.

Wm. Loeb Jr. and Herbert Par- 
sons Named as Men Between 
Whom Selection Is Likely. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Senator 
Borah spent an hour with Charles E. 
Hugheg today discussing campaign or- 
ganization plans and the choice of a 
new chairman for the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. When asked later 
if Mr. Hughes would go to see Col. 
Roosevelt or if the Colonel would call 
on Mr, Hughes, the Senator said: 

“Neither—they will meet.” 

The Republican nominee devoted most 
of the time which he gave to politics 
today to consideration of whom he 
would select as chairman. He discussed 
it with callers, including several mem- 
bers of the Progressive wing of the par- 
ty. The nominee i138 said to have 
reached a decision as to the type of 
man he would select, and is reported to 
have narrowed the field of eligibles to 
two or three. 

Loeb a Possibility 

Indications were tonight that Frank 
H. Hitchcock, who has been mentioned 
as one of the leading candidates, vir- 
tually had been eliminated from con- 
sideration; that it was unlikely that 
William Hayward, Public Service Com- 
missioner of New York and close friend 
of Gov. Whitman, would be chosen; 
that William Loeb Jr., whose selection 
was advocated by Progressive support- 
ers of the nominee, was a possibility, 
and that Herbert Parsons of New York 
also stood a chance of selection. 

Callers on the candidate were from 
various parts of the country. From the 
Senate came Senators Borah of Idaho 
and Works of California, Progressive 
Republicans, and Sterling of South Da- 
kota, and Curtis of Kansas, regular Re- 
publicans.

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JUDGE 1S LURED 
FROM HOME AND 
SHOT 10 DEATH 


Body of Huntsville (Ala.) Jurist, 
Weighted With Iron, Is 
Found in Slough. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. June 17.— 
Judge W. T. Lawler, prominent pro- 
hibition worker, who recently was 
nominated for a third term as Probate 
Judge of Madison County, was lured 
from his home Wednesday night by a 
note from an _ unidentified man, 
knocked senseless, shot to death and 
the body taken 10 miles to the Ten- 
nessee river. These facts became 
known today after his body was 
fcund weighted down with railroad 
iron in 15 feet of water in a big 
slough, near Whitesburg. He had 
been shot twice in the heart and his 
head crushed. 

Discovery of the murder has 
aroused feeling to such a high pitch 
that those who are accused of it will 
not be safe from mob violence. On 
request of Sheriff Phillips, a company 
of state militia has been sent here 


from Decatur and another in Sheffield 
has been ordered to be in readiness. 


Several arrests are expected after the 

Coroner’s jury, which went into ses- 

sion tonight, reports its finding. 
Three Men Detained. 

Three men are being detained and 
questioned. They are Perry Brooks, 
ferryman at the Whitesburg crossing 
of the Tennessee, and two employes, 
Joe Goforth, and Zac Spangler. It 
is reported that the two last named 
have made important statements. 
Judge R. C. Brickell’ of the Circuit 
Court has ordered a special grand 
jury to convene Monday and investi- 
gate the murder. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Alabama will send a special 
agent to help in the inquiry. 

The Sheriff and Chief of Police haye 
issued orders to the railroad and ex+ 
press officers not to deliver liquor 
packages in Huntsville until further 
notice. 

Judge Lawler had been missing 
since Wednesday night. He received 
a note when he started to an enter- 
tainment with his wife and told her 
that he would have to leave, but 
would return before the entertain- 
ment was finished. She was alarmed 
when he did not come back, but noi 
until Friday night did the search for 
him become general. In the mean- 
time the Sheriff received an anony- 
mous note telling him that if the 
Whitesburg slough were dragged he 
would find something to interest. him. 
Following that clew, the body was 
found this afternoon.

MRS. RINEHART DECLARES 


Political Gatherings Were “Three Great Spec- 


tacles Badly Rehear 


”— Objects to “Ready 


Made” Platforms—Expediency, Not 
the People, Govern. 


By Mary Roberts Rinehart. | 
Noted Novelist and Short-Story 
Writer.

OW that it ts all over and it is 
possible to ‘look back over the 

three conventions, it is difficult to 

view them from the standpoint of the 
outsider with any measure of satisfac- 
tion. At vast expense, delegates from) 
our states have met, have listened 
to impassioned speeches, have voted 
for a candidate previously chosen, 
and accepted a platform made for 
them by some eight or nine gentle- 
men, of whom one or two have done 
most of the work. It could all have 
been done by mail, or by telegraph. 
The average voter would have had 
at least as much part in it, perhaps 


more. But it would not have been 
spectacular. That is what these con- 


ventions have been—three great spec- 
tacles, rather badly rehearsed, the 
chief performers now and then 


amateurish, with rather too much dia- 
logue and not enough action, and 


with the real drama taking place off 
stage. 

Looking back, I find my previous 
conception of a political convention 
rather laughable. I had thought of 
it as a deliberative body before 
which were argued, by the strongest 
men of each party, the vital issues of 
our Government, ite problems, its re- 
quirements, its obligations and its 
dangers; that, having for four years 
kept silent, the people, through their 
delegates, endeavoring to pierce the 
mists of the coming four years, 


would prepare for them; that, one by 
one, they would take up the problems 
and decide on their course in regard 


to them. 
Grave Questions to Decide. 
Now, if ever in our history, were 
grave questions to decide. Europe 


burned in a vast conflagration that 
had already sent streamers of flame 
across the sea; Germany’s reluctant 


concessions and Great Britain’s arro- 
gance; Mexico’s contempt and _ its 


menace—these were situations to be 
faced and problems to be“solved. For 
four years we sat back, having given 
our fate for that period into the 
hands of one man and the party he 
represented. For all that time we 
had nothing to say. 

But now again had come the time 
when we could speak before we retired 
into the obscurity of the taxpayer. In 
three conventions, representing all the 
voters of these great United States, 
would be threshed out its question. that 
the will of a sovereign people would 
make itself known. 

Perhaps there are others as ignorant 
as I was. Perhaps there are even voters 
today who believe that their delegates 
sit in a deliberating body and that the 
platform, which is the ten command- 
ments of politics, only the “shall not’’ 
becomes a ‘“‘we shall,”’ is pondered over 
in that body, reflected on and adopted 
or rejected according as it expresses the 
people’s will. 

It is not. Perhaps it would be impos- 
sible. Many men are of many minds. It 
could not be done in four days, that is 
certain. 

Platform Delivered Ready-Made. 

But the platform, the rules by which 
we shall live, which may mean for us 
peace or war, plenty or poverty, honor 
among nations or dishonor, is delivered 
ready made to the assembly, read in a 
drolling tone, clause on clause—the Ten 
Commandments would do if they were 
longer—accepted without parley by the 
convention, and adopted as a whole, 
without debate. 

Ask any delegate 10 minutes before it 
is read what the platform will contain 
on a certain issue. He does not know. 
His party leaders are working on it be- 
hind closed doors. When it is read he 
is given no option but to accept it. If 
he is in a distant part of the hall, the 
chances are that he has not even 
heard it. 

Naturally, under these circumstances, 
it is expediency that rules, not princi- 
ple, certainly not the good of the coun- 
try. It is expediency that rules and not 
the people. The platform that can win 
votes is what is given us, labor meas- 
ures for the labor votes, good roads and 
rural credit for the farmers, a suffrage 
irdorsement that means nothing but will 
carry the women along for another four 
years, and so on to weariness. 

But the point is that the platform 
is secretly won and adopted by. the 
convention without debate. Only one 
man from each state has anything 
whatever to say about it and from 
this number efght or nine, selected as 
the subcommittee on the platform, do 
the work. Of these eight or nine, es 
I have said before, one or two actual- 
ly draft the platform. In the matter 
of the Democratic platform it came 
from Washington practically in its 
accepted form. 

The convention has, so far as the 
party delegates are concerned, become 
a matter of ratification of a platform 
about which'they have had nothing to 
say. All the noise of the bands, the 
spread-eagle speeches, these are the 
curtain behind which the real politics 
are being played. 

Not Bitter, but Disappointed. 
Iam not bitter. I am disappointed. 
My pride is hurt. It is humiliating to 
listen to great flights of oratorical 
patriotism, to leave the convention 
filled with the fire they have kindled, 
only to learn that it fs all verbal fire- 
works and to be told by the dele- 
gates themselves that it is all noise 
and the real work is being done by 
a few men in another part of the 


city. 
Is it not time we faced the truth 


about these things? Let us recognize 


our weaknesses and then set about to 


heal them. 
spiracy of silence? Why delude our- 


selves? These things are true. Ask ib 


your delegate how much he had to

the word “aye” when it was put to 
the vote. Ask him if he knew one 
single clause before. It was read and 
its acceptance moved. Ask him if he 
agreed with it throughout and if not, 
why he failed to do something or say 
something about it. Ask him if he 
heard it all. 

There have been many disappoint- 
ments, a few encouragements. The 
Progressive convention helped in spite 
of the fiasco with which it ended. The 
stolidity of the Republicans, looking 
back, becomes rather comforting de- 
pendability, and, although there have 
been no great men at all there have 
been, here and there, among the re- 
spectability of the Republicans, the 
passion of the Progressives and the 
mediocrity of the Democrats, a few 
lifted above the herd, men with a 
vision and the strength to make it 
into fact. 


One thing has occurred which has} 


go far been ignored. This is the shift- 
ing of the parties. By abrogating 
practically all its party Hnes to meet 
new conditions the Democratic party 
has practically ceased to exist, as 
such. 


A Minority Republican — 
It is now virtually a ‘minori Re- 


publican party. On the other hand, 
the only truly Democratic party !s 
now the Progressive. Here is re- 
assembling with a vengeance. Briefly, 
the conventions may be classed in 
this way, if one may leave for a 
moment the hidden politics and judge 
by externals. The Republican was 
the most pleasing. It presented by 
far the most dfgnified appearance, it 
had a well-bathed and well-groomed 
look. Its boots, as well as its 
speeches were polished. It would 
have died before it did an unseemly 
thing, such as speaking out in meet- 
ing unless it were on the program. 

The Progressive was stirring, dis- 
hevelled, rather unkempt. Its man- 
ners were bad. It was noisy in the 
wrong places. It was at times almost 
vulgar, and was the most real, most 
human, most spontanoeus of them all, 

The Democratic convention is diffi- 
cult to classify. Frankly, mediocre is 
the only word I can think of. It 
was neither well-mannered nor bad. 
Its speeches were, with one or two 
exceptions, extremely common—they 
all commenced on too high a note, 
they were flamboyant or truculent, 
but rarely simple, earnest or sincere. 
Whereas to the Republican rostrum 
came now and then a speaker rem- 
iniscent of the old days before print- 
ing had driven away the art of 
oratory, some gentleman of the old 
school who spoke in polished phrases 
and rounded periods, no such relef 
came to the aid of the Democratic 
delegates. 

And what has been accomplished? 
In spite of the fact that the few have 
again spoken for the many, in spite 
of the fact that we have again dem- 
onstrated that government by all the 
people is impossible, either because 
of the apathy, or because true Demo- 
cracy is a dream, we have not done 
so bady. Two intelligent and earnest 
men will be placed before the voters 
next fall, possibly a third. Each 
one is committed, by a platform he 
practically constructed. himself, to 
various courses all leading in the 
right direction. True, one of them is 
selected from the Supreme Court, a 
body we have hoped to keep immune 
from politics, because in itself it has 
the power to control our legislation. 
And the other is the head of his 
party, a third generaHy considered 
not quite ethical, even in our loose 
political creed. But in the hands of 
either we are probably safe. Cer- 
tainly in the hands of one or the 
other we will be. 


Asks “Does This Satisfy You?t 
But the question is squarely before 


us: Does all this satisfy you? Do you 
realize that you are not being repre- 
sented? Do you feel as I do that a 
benevolent despotism, granting it is be- 
revolent, is not government by the peo- 
ple, and that the fate of government by 
the people, since the days of Rome has 
been the gradual centralization of pow- 
er until at last it was vested in one man, 
and a monarchy resulted? 

Between a crowned King and the pow- 
erful politician, himself comparatively 
unknown, working through his hench- 
men, not always for evil, but always 
selfishly, there is the difference that 
the King is responsible and may be 
brought to account. Who is to force the 
doors of locked upper rooms and bring 
the invisible government to its reckon- 
ing? 

That is what these conventions have 
meant to me—a puppet show, with ma- 
rionettes dancing to the beating of a 
drum and waving the flag. And back 
at home, the men who are interested 
only tn the end attained, and either ig- 
norant or careleés as to how that end 
is attained, a patriotic but nationally 
lazy people being humbugged. 

Judging the parties by their conven- 
tions and not by their achievements, it 
may be said that the Republicans have 
polish, the Progressives have vision and 
the Democrats have possession.

FAD FOR MAKING WILLS 


$3,000,000 Bequest to Columbia 
University Cited as Evidence 
of His Irresponsibility. 


By Leased Wire From the New Yor’ 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 17.—When Amos F. 


Eno died a year ago he left an estate 
worth $12,105,178. He was 82 years old, @ 
bachelor and eccentric. His rich and 
socially prominent relatives, led by his 
nephews, Gifford and Amos Pinchot, are 


trying to convince a jury that he was 
senile and incompetent to make a will, 
although under the document offered 
for probate they are given $7,913,000. 

These nephews and nieces are turning 
pitiless light into all corners of the old 
gentleman's life and their own, reveal- 
ing broad streaks of insanity and im- 
decility. This is only one phase, how- 
ever, of a contest being conducted by 
them at an estimated expense of $500,000, 
largely to recapture the residuary es- 
tate which by the will goes to Columbia 
University. It will amount to more than 
$3,000,000, though gifts in excess of $2,- 
000,000 to other public uses would be 
theirs also if the will be upset. 


When Lucius H. Beers and William 
Mitchell, wic !'y known -“estate” law- 
yers, offered the Eno will for probate, 
maming themselvos as executors, the 
Pinchot and other relatives began fight- 
ing. They asserted, and it was admit- 
ted, that immediately following Mr. 
BHino’s death, a clerk from the law of- 
fice of Lord, Day & Lord was\sent 
to the Eno residence and all his private 
papers were winnowed carefully and 
many basketsful ordered burned. The 
janitor burned some and dumped others. 
These were seized by Amos Pinchot. 


In presenting the case for the Pin- 
chots, Arthur Train told the jury that 
Eno ‘“‘was in his second childhood, senile 
and suffering from dementia, that a 
pre-disposition to senile decay was in- 
herited from his father, that an uncle 
and eunt had been afflicted in like man- 
ner, that his brother, Dr. Henry Clay 
Eno, lost his mind, that a sister was 
mentally undeveloped after 14 years and 
was an imbecile when she died at 40’ 
years.” 

Fad for Making Wills. 

Train frankly asserted that the heirs 
were subjecting themselves to “annoy- 
ance and humiliation’ in which their 
motives might be misconstrued but they 
did so “out of a feeling of outrage,”’ 
and alleged that “this propounded paper 
is not the -7ill of Amos F. Eno but is 
the will of Lucius H. Beers and William 
Mitchell." Beers is a member of the 
firm of Lord, Day & Lord, long the 
jawyers for <no and the witnesses to 
the will are employes of the firm. Train 
said the making of wills was a fad with

He invited Amos Pinchot and the lat- 
ter’s family to visit him at Jekyl Island, 
but when they arrived his delusions as 
to his poverty had grown so that he 
complained bitterly of the expense he 
was being put to by their presence. 
Amos Pinchot then offered to pay part 
of the expenses and Eno permitted him 
to do so. Shortly before his last will 
was signed while entertaining several 
women at luncheon, among whom was 
his niece, Mrs. Henry Lane Eno, of 
whom he was very fond, “he burst into 
a tirade against society women and said 
many unrrintable things.” 

Attacks Gawyer'’s Motives. 
Train then related many instances of 
alleged miscoriy acts of Eno and entered 
upon a vicious attack upon Beers and 
Mitchell, {mpugning thetr motives in

An attack by three torpedo boats of 
the entente allies in the Austrian 
seaport of Parenzo, in Istria, was a 
failure, according to Vienna, Austrian 
coast batteries and aeroplanes driving 
off the hostile craft.

NEW JAPANESE FACTORY LAW 
EMANCIPATES WOMEN WORKERS 


Female Employes Not te Labor Over 
12 Hours Daily; to Get 2 
Holidays Monthly. 

TOKIO, June 17.—Japan’s new factory 
law marks the first step in the emancl- 
pation of women employes in Japan. 
From 60 to 70 per cent of the factory 
workers in Japan are women. Raw 
silk, cotton, yarn, fabrics, tea, matches, 
towels and straw braids, which hold an 
important position in Japan's export 
trade, pass through their hands, They 
seldom make complaints and have 

never gone on strike. 

About a million workers will be af- 
fected by the new regulations. The law 
prohibits the employment of juvenile 
workers under the age of 12 in any 
heavy and laborious work, of males un- 
der 15 and females of any age more 
than 12 hours a day, or between 10 p. m. 
and 4 a mm. except on exceptional 
cases, and provides the granting of at 
least two holidays a month, It is for-

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STANDARD OF OHO 
=| MUST EXPLAIN HG 


Special Hearing Set by Federal 
Trade Commission for Next 
Wednesday, 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—-A special 
hearing has been set by the Federal 
Trade Commission for next Wednesday, 
te enable the Standard Ol! Co. of Ohio to 
explain why it is able to chargé sev~ 
eral ‘cents more a gallon for gasoline 
than is eharged by its competitors. 
Commissioner W. J. Harris, who has 
led the commission's investigation into 
the causes for the increased price of gas- 
oline, indicated today that the commis- 
sion would take steps to enforce the at- 
tendance of representatives of the Ohio 
concern unless they attend the hearing 
voluntarily. 

At a hearing a week ago, attended by 
nearly all parties interested except the 
Ohio company, the commission reached 
the conclusion, Harris said, ‘that the 
failure of the Standard Ol] Co. of In- 
diana to compete in the Ohio territory 
permitted higher prices there and was 
one of the underlying causes of the de- 
moralization of the oi] industry.” He 
said, too, that statements from officials 
of the Ohio concern were necessary to 
complete the report of the investigation, 
which will be turned over to the De- 
partment of Justice if evidence is found 
looking to a criminal conspiracy to raise 
prices. 

Harris expresses the enieion that the 
inquiry had the effect of preventing a 

further increase in prices. The Standard 
Oil Co., he said, was the only bidder on 
a Government contract for a year’s sup- 
ply three months ago, and its lowest 
price was 31% cents a gallon, to begin 
July 1. The investigation followed soon 
afterward and the price, has remained 
at about the level of the bid. 

"The investigations have shown," he 
said, “that there is a decrease in the 
production and an increased demand 
that justifies part of the increase in 
price, but we are convinced that there 
is no economic justification of the great 
raises that have been put into effect.”

IN NORWAY LOSING 
HOMES AND RIGHTS 


Families of Many Poorly Paid 
Soldiers and Sailors Forced 
to Become Public Charges.

CHRISTIAN,.«, Norway, May 20.—The 
so-called neutrality guard which has 
been maintained by Norway since the 
outbreak of the war has worked great 
hardships on the families of many of 
the soldiers and sailors serving the col- 
ors. Not only have several men lost 
their positions in civil and public life, 
owing to their prolonged absence on 
military duty, but in many cases their 
families have been obliged to appeal to 
the Poor Board for aid or go to the 
poorhouse becnuse of the small pay re- 
ceived by a private or bluejacket. 

As Norway has compulsory service for 
ull able-bodied men, every male over ‘/8 
years of age ix on the rolls of the army 
or navy. If Le does not respond tothe 
call he will b+ heavily punished. Many 
of these conscripts, married and single, 
Pave served menth after month, as there 
have not been enough “men to- relieve 
them, Even men employed in the Gov- 
ernment’s civil service ,have suffere4, 
as the Government, like the private 
employer, cannot keep the places vacant 
until the expiration of the military duty 
period. 

A soldier during his service is paid, 
in peace times, 10 cents a day, and on 
war duty, such as the neutrality guard 
is considered, # cents. The result is 
thaet many soldiers have had to allow 
their debts to pile up, with small pros- 
pects of being able to pay them off 
when the military service is over, and 
in numerous cases families have been 
sent to the poorhouse. 

According to the Norwegian law a per- 
son who is supported by the county 
loses his rights as a citizen, including 
the privilege of voting. One man who 
‘was called into military service and who 
refused to respond because he knew 
that if he did so it meant that his fam- 
ily must go to the poorhouse, was tried 
by courtmartial and sentenced to serve 
nine months’ imprisonment and to have 
his rights as a citizen forfeited. 

The conservative press has been critli- 
cising the Government for this condition 
of affairs and has requested the Legis- 
lature, now in session, to make an ap- 
propriation sufficient to give the mar- 
ried soldiers an addition to their regular 
pay large enough to support their fam- 
ilies.

Shut Down—Theater Con- 
tract Expires Sept. 1. 


HOTEL RAFFLED IN 60'S 


Playhouse Erected About 1850, 
Other Building About 1870; 
Reconstructed as One. 


The St. James Hotel, Broadway and 
Walnut street, will close June 80, it was 
announced yesterday. Whether, this 
means that the Olympic Theater, which 
is in the same building, will not again 
be opened as an amusement house, was 


uncertain last night. 

Charles A. Spalding of Saugerties, 
N. Y., owner of the hotel and theater 
building, said to a Post-Dispatch cor- 
-respondent in Kingston, N. Y., last 
night, that he had decided to close 
the hotel, but expected the theater to 
continue under the same management. 
Walter Sanford, manager of the Olym- 
pic, is now in the Wast. 

Persons acquainted with the theatri- 
cal business said yesterday that Kliaw 
& Erlanger’s lease on the Olymplio ex- 
plires Sept. 1 and that there is slight 
prospect that it will be renewed. It 
Was announced several days ago that 
the Shubert Theater, which is to be 
renamed the Jefferson, will play “K. 
& E.”’ as well as Shubert attractions, 
the coming season. 

Hotel Not a Money Maker, 

Spalding said the St. James had not 
been a money maker, but that he be- 
licved the Olympic Theater was thor- 
oughly appreciated in St. Louls, and 
that he saw no reason for closing it. 
He said he had made plans for dispos- 
ing of the property and would wait to 
sec whether a tenant or a purchaser ap- 
peared. 

The Olympic Theater was built in the 
early 50s and in the 70s was reconstruct- 
ed and combined with the hotel build- 
ing. During its whole career the Olym- 
pic has been the home of high-grade 
theatrical attractions and nearly all the 
world’s most famous actors in the last 
half century have appeared there. 

Hotel Once Was Raffled. 

Charles P. Johnson, the veteran at- 
torney, recollects that the St. James 
Hotel was raffled in the '60s. It was 
not an unusual thing at that period 
for sales to be effected in that manner. 
“Chances” were sold and the building 
went to the person who held the lucky 
number, Johnson does not remember 
who was the owner before the raffle 
or who won it for the price of a 
“chance.” 

The St. James, because of its identi- 
fication with the Olympic in owner- 
ship and management, and because of 
its convenience, was always patron- 
ized .by theatrical people. The stars 
who played at the Olympic, however, 
were guests of the more pretentious 
Southern Hotel, across the street. The 
St. James has also been the favorite 
stopping place of members of railroad 
organizations, the meetings of which 
were held in large upstairs rooms re- 
served for the purpose.

THREE NIECES FILE SUIT TO

Claimants, Daughters of Financier’s 
Sister, Were Named in Former 
Suit When Will Was Upheld. 
Another suit to break the will of the 
late James Campbell was filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday by George Saf- 
ford, an attorney, on behalf of Mrs. 
Minnie Taylor, Mrs. Lou Jenkins and 
Mrs. Eva Jones, all of Wheeling, W. 
Va., who set forth that they are daugh- 
ters of the late Mrs. Ella Campbell 
Robinson, who was Camphell’s sister. 
The defendants are the same as those 
who were named in a former suit, in 
which the will was upheld by a jury 
in Circuit Judge Kinsey’s court, and 
the allegations are the same as were 

made in the former. suit. 

The defendants are the widow, Mrs. 
Florence A. Campbell; the daughter, 
Mrs. Lois Ann Burkham, the St. Louis 
University and the Mercantile Trust 
Co., executor under the will. Accord- 
ing to Attorney Safford, the present 
suit raises the same two questions as 
were raised before, the parentage of 
Mrs. Burkham and the validity of the 
will. 

Plaintiffs in the first case have ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. They are 
represented by Attorney L. Frank Ot- 
tofy. 

Yesterday was the last day in which 
the fight for the Campbell millions 
could be renewed in another suit. Un- 
der the law the statute of limitations 
prevents any attack on a will after two 
years from the time of probate. 


RAILWAY ASKS FOR REHE.\RING 
IN $7000 SUIT FOR LIBEL 


Great Northern’s Demurrer to Trav- 
Cling Salesman’s Action Was Over- 
ruled in Court of Appeals. 

A motion for a rehearing and to 
transfer the case to the Supreme 
Court was filed yesterday by the 
Great Northern Railway Co, In the 
case of David A. Wright, a traveling 
salesman of New York, who sued the 
company for $7000 damages, alleg- 
ing libel. The Circuit Court had sus- 
tained the railroad’s demurrer to the 
suit on the ground that the petition 
did not state a cause of action, but 
Wright recently obtained a reversal

ON MILL TAX, CITY ESTIMATES 


Sum Includes Interest, Which Onc 
Olerk Is Kept Busy 
Computing. 

The balance which the United Rail- 
ways Co. still owes the city on account 
of the mill tax is $1,840,785.28, including 
interest up to June 16. This is greater 
by $1579.86 than the amount paid last

7100 000FACTORES THOW PAPERS OF | 


TARE INVOLVED IN 
DEFENSE. PLANS 


Naval Consulting Committee 
Getting Thousands of Reports 
on Preparedness Industries. 


- _—— 


NEW YORK, June 17.—United States 
Naval Consulting Board’s Committee 
on Industrial Preparedness is proceed- 
ing “swiftly” and “satisfactorily,’’ the 
committee announced today. Already 
most of the 400,000 leading industrial 
concerns of the country have notified 
the committee of their mobilization 
possibilities, it was stated, and the 
30,000 engineers in charge of the field 
work are daily sending in to the com- 
mittee’s headquarters here hundreds of 
inventory forms, showing the capacity 
of factories to manufacture war ma- 
terial. 

The response of the manufacturers 
shows the ‘“‘most intelligent patriotism” 
and. the “deepest interest,” the come- 
mittee says. 

Has Burglar Alarm. 

The committee’s headqtarters, where 
the information is kept, is spectally 
guarded and an extensive burglar 
alarm system has been installed. 

Many of the manufacturers at first 
did not understand,, said Howard ISN 
Coffin, chairman of the committee, to- 
day, just how thelr plants manufac- 
turing products that seemed to have 
no bearing on modern warfare could 
be of use in time of war. The commit- 
tee quickly showed them, he said, how 
the European war had proved the close 
connection between the industries, and 
also demonstrated that if they failed 
to find a medium, in case of war, their 
employes would be drafted to other 
plants. They also made plain, he said, 
“the necessity for having the least pos- 
sible shock to economic and labor con- 
ditions on the ,advent of war and the 
advantage, therefore, of having the 
greatest number of plants kept at 
work.”’ 

Benefits to Be Derived. 

Speaking of the committee’s plan for 
establishing annual educational orders 
in small quantities, Mr. Coffin, said: 

“Not only will the adoption of this 
plan be a mighty protection to the 
nation, but by actually creating hun- 
dreds of new sources for the skilled, 
swift and abundant production of mu- 
nitions of war, will lay for all times 
the ghost of a munitions trust. And 
this program will do more than that— 
it will spread the munition producing 
unit, which one day will be so vital to 
our continued existence as a republic, 
over the country and away from the 
unprotected seaboards.” 

In the State of New York alone, the 
committee reported, 35,000 firms are be- 
ing inventoried.

poe of the State. When the St. 
ouis crowd came in this morning 
they were met at the depot by local 
olfers in automobiles and were 
aken to the Blue Hills course, where 
they played around to familiarize 
themselves with the course.

The trapshooting champions from ev-4 
ery State in the Union will be here 
Aug. 21 to 25, when the 17th annual 
Grand American Handicap, the real fea- 
ture of the shoot season, will be held 
at the St. Louis Trapshooters’ range, 
Etzel and Ferguson. 


season every State holds meets to decide 
its champion. They all get together in 
the Grand American for the national 
honors. 

The Interstate Association, which in 
the shooting world is just like the Na- 
tional Commission in baseball, pays the 
State ehampions to compete in the event. 
This insures their presence and in this 
way none of them are missing. St. 
Louis will be represented by its shate, 
as there are any number of good trap- 
shooters in this city. 

“We will have the stars from every 
State here for the event,” said Louis 
Ebert, one of the local shooters yester- 
day. “Among this number will be the 
different champions: The Interstate As- 
sociation, the National “Commission of 
the shoot world, pays-the different state 
titlé holders to compete for the honors. 


Association Pays Freight. 


“In this way we are sure of their 
entry and it also assures their presence. 
There is no backing out. The Interstate 
Association handles everything and the 
manufacturers of ammunition and fire- 
arms have nothing whatever to do with 
the event.’’ 

While the event in Chicago last year 
drew 884 entrants, the local officials are 
expecting something like 600. This will 
be right around the number that com- 
peted in the 1913 and 1914 shoots, when 
501 and 015 stars were in the running for 
the honors. 

“‘We do not look for anything like the 
entry that participated in the Windy 
City last year,’ said Ebert. “At that, 
though, we figure on an ent total of 
around 600. hicago has a big er field 
to draw from and has arhhal y more 
home shooters than this city. That's 
why they were able to set up a high 
mark of 884 in 1915.” 

Twenty-one states have already nomi- 
nated their champions for the event, 
while the others will hold tournaments 
before the month is passed. 


Only One Perfect Score.

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JCOACH COURTNEY'S 
RETIREMENT HARD 
BLOW TO CORNELL 


“Old Man,” as He Was Known, 
Turned Out Many Winning 
Crews at Ithaca. 


WAS ‘A STAR OARSMAN 


Won 32 Of 39 Races He Took 
Part in After Joining 
Professionals. 


NEW YORK, June 17.—The retirement 
of Charles E. Courtney, for many 
years crew coach at Cornell University, 
marks an epoch in American intercol- 
legiate rowing and the first break in 
the trio of coaches who have made 
Cornell victorious in recent years on 
Water, track and gridiron. No coach 
ever achieved greater fame in his cho- 
sen line of athletic instruction or devel- 


oped winning combinations with great- 
er frequency and consistency than 
Courtney. While he will still be avail- 
able in an advisory capacity and has a 
worthy successor in John Hoyle, should 
the Cornell authorities decide to con- 
tinue the latter in his present capacity, 
the dean of all crew mentors has hung 
up his coaching megaphone for the last 
me, 

Courtney’s retirement was not entire- 
ly unexpected, for the ‘‘Old Man,’’ as he 
has been affectionately termed at Ith- 
aca for some years, has been in poor 
health since he sustained a fractured 
skull on June 12, 1915. The accident 
occurred while he was en route to 
Poughkeepsie with the Cornell crews 
and was caused by Courtney being 
thrown violently against a berth fol- 
lowing a lurch of the. fast traveling 
train. The Cornell coach has been un- 
der the care of physicians ever since, 
and while his condition has improved to 
some extent, the word has gone forth 
that he must give up further coaching 
and spend the rest of his life quietly. 

Born in 1848, Courtney is in his six- 
ty-eighth year, and after his many sea- 
sons of competition as an amateur and 
professional oarsman and his later 
reign as coach at Cornell, his friends 
and medical advisors feel that he has 
richly earned the quiet and retirement 
which he requires. Thanks to the gen- 
erosity of the Cornell alumni and un- 
dergraduates, Courtney is removed from 
any financial worries or cares. He owns 
outright a handsome. home and grounds 
at Ithaca, overlooking Cayuga Lake, 
the gift of Cornell men, in addition. to 
a comfortable competency. There he will 
be found in future ready to advise and 
assist from his great store of rowing 
knowledge and experience, those who 
will take up the burden he has laid 
down. 


Courtney Well Fixed. 


Cornell rowing authorities are at the 
present time uncertain as to the exact 
coaching system and methods that will 
be adopted for the crews of coming 
years, but whatever the system or the 
coaches, it will be hard for Courtney’s 


successors to improve or even duplicate 
his record. The career of Courtney as 
a coach and Cornell as premier rowing 
university of America are so interwoven 
that it is difficult to consider one with- 
out the other or to apportion credit. 

Since the formation of the Intercolle- 
giate Rowing Association in 1895, Cor- 
nell has competed in every one of the 21 
four-mile championship races, winning 
13, finishing second four times and third 
four times. In the 20 years of freshman 
races Cornell has won 12 firsts, five 
seconds, two thirds and one fifth. During 
the 15 years of varsity fours racing 
the Ithaca combinatfons won 10 firsts, 
three seconds, one third and one fourth. 
Since the introduction of the junior 
eights race in 1914 the Cornell second 
crews have captured both events. 

In addition to this remarkable list of 
victories, Courtney-coached crews hold 
all records’for the four races on the 
Hudson course, as well as an imposing 
number of wins in dual and triangular 
regattas with crews which do not com- 
pete at Poughkeepsie, including Har- 
vard, Yale, Princeton and other col- 
leges. 


Crew Hold All Records. 


Courtney has always been a wonderful 
judge of rowing material, even in. the 
rough and although strict and severe 
at all times, would spend hours with 
embryo oarsmen who showed promise 
and a desire to learn the art of sweep 


swinging. He would never brook inter- 
ference from any quarter during the 
rowing season and never forgave those 
candidates who broke training. Time 
and again Courtney has thrown a man 
or a whole crew out of the shell because 
they violated his renee and they never 
came back. In rowing he was an auto- 
crat and martinet, but he produced re- 
sults, had the support of the faculty, 
alumni and student body at Cornell and 
it will be hard to replace the “Old Man”’ 
in the affections of those connected with 
the Ithaca university or in his role as a 
coaching wizard. 

‘Courtney's standing and effectiveness 
as a coach were not the only claims 
he had for prominence in the rowing 
world. In early life as an amateur he 
won 88 events without suffering a single 
defeat. Later on as a professional he 
won 39 contests and lost only seven, 
truly a wonderful record. Before he 
was out of his ‘teens Courtney had 
egg ewig ad competed in rowing regat- 

but it was at Saratoga Springs in 
1878 that he won his first great victory.

Writing of Me 


’s position on the tariff a few weeks before his 


untimely end, our biographer records: 


“The tariff was always, in McKin- 
ley’s mind, a means to an end and not 
the end itself. He wished to build up 
American interests and to insure the 
prosperity of the people df all classes. 
When duties were no longer necessary 
he was willing to cut them off. He saw 
the changing conditions ag industries 
grew by leaps and bounds, and was 
ready and anxious to adjust the reve- 
nue laws to meet them. 
:‘“A conversation that took place in 
Canton only a week before the fatal 
visit to Buffalo in September, 1901, 
clearly reveals the state of his mind and 
his ultimate purpose regarding the 
tariff. 
Foundation of the Buffalo “Speech.” 
“A gmall party, including the Presi- 
dent, George B. Cortelyou, Myron T. 
Herrick and others, had just returned 
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from a visit to the McKinley farm. 
During the entire day his mind seemed 
to be, upon the forthcoming Buffalo 
speech. It was to be an epoch-making 
oration, a statement of plans for the 
future of far-reaching importance, and 
he frequently spoke of it. 

“After dinner he escorted Mrs. Mo- 
Kinley to the sitting room, as usual, 
and then, excusing himself, walked into 
the library with Mr. Cortelyou. Light- 
ing a cigar, he sat by the open window 
in silence for several minutes. At 
length, turning to his secretary, with- 
out preliminary remarks, he uttered the 
sentence: ‘Expositions are the timekeep- 
ers of progress.’ 

“Mr. Cortelyou, as was his habit, im- 
mediately made note of the expression, 
recognizing the significance of what was 
to come, and while he was doing so 
the President smilingly remarked: ‘We'll 
build the speech around that.’ Later, 
when they had rejoined the party in the 
sitting room, his mind again reverted to 
the subject and the tariff came in for 
its share of consideration. 

“Mr. Herrick ventured the remark that 
the tariff is a question of expediency. 
“We believe,” he said, ‘it is expedient 
at times for nations to have tariffs; we 
believe it expedient for our nation to 
have a tariff now. But aren’t we likely 
to get into trouble with tariffs that 
are too high? A tariff that is too high 
is likely to defeat efficiency by making 
it no lenger necessary to competition, 
and, moreover, there is the constant 
danger of the temptation to capitalize 
our earnings.’ 


Protection Should Be Moderate. 

“To this view McKinley assented, say- 
ing that while he believed in protective 
tariffs, they must not be made so high 
as to bring about unhealthful business 
conditions. Mr. Herrick, who is largely 
interested in various manufactures of 
ircn, carbon and so forth, then asked, 
referring to certain. schedules in the 
act of 1890: ‘Why did you ever consent 
to such high rates upon these articles? 

**For the best reason in the world,’ 
promptly replied the President; ‘to get 
my bill passed. My idea was to get the 
act through Congress and to make nec- 
essary reductions later. I realized that 
scme things were too high, but I couldn’t 
get my bill through without it.’ In the 


i his lifetime friend and future 
Cabinet officer, William R. Day 

“It was Maj. McKinley’s first experi- 
ence with Mark Hanna, though the two 
were strangers at the time. It. is curi- 
ous that the man whose interest he was 
then so strongly antagonizing should 
later become his stanchest political sup- 
porter and an intimate personal friend.”’ 

His Clash With the Bosses. 

Our biographer upholds strongly the 
loyalty of McKinley to John Sherman 
in the convention of 1888. Coming to 
the time seven years iater, when 
McKinley’s own candidature was tak- 
ing form, he writes: 

“In the autumn of 189% it became 
known that the ‘bosses’ who were 
opposing McKinley, presumably for 
no other reason than to force recog- 
nition of themselves, were ready to 
Make terms, and Mr. Hanna accord- 
ingly went East to meet them. He 
returned in due season and met Maj. 
McKinley and Mr. Herrick in a pri- 
vate conference in his own house. 

“The ‘bosses,, he reported, were 
ready to name terms, and if these 
were accepted the fight would be 
over. One of them wished to be as- 
sured of the patronage of New York, 
another of Pennsylvania, others of 
New England, and s0 on. 


“Hanna did not think the bargain at 
all undesirable, and in its results it 
would be a great achievement. But 
McKinley’s reply astonished him. 

“*Mark,” he said, ‘there are some 
things that come too high. If I were 


to. accept the nomination on those |

which had been first born in him by

First, he notices the appeal of 
other leaders in 1900 to Mr. Platt to 
get the obstreperous. Governor of New 
York out of the way and the decision 
of the “Hasy Boss” to accomplish 
this end by pushing Theodore into 
the Vice Presidency. 

Destiny and Theodore Roosevelt. 

“Mr. Roosevelt at that time,’ writes 
Mr. Olcott, “would have lked noth- 
ing better than four more years as 
Governor and a chance to demolish 
Platt. He was of course sincere in

POLITICS ARE IGNORED 


Developments at National Con- 
ventions Fail to Influence 
Prices. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 17.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly financial review, 


says: 
“The suggestion of the cablos, tat 

yesterday's action of the Government 
at London, in advancing Lombard 
street money rates, was inc>ired by the 
moderate upward tendency at New 
York, raises several interesting con- 
siderations. One question naturally 
asked is, why does not the Bank of 
England raise its own discount rate, in 
accordance with the well-known prac- 
tice of such occasions. The answer to 
this question, as to the other question, 
why the bank has retained a 5-per-cent 
rate unchanged since Aug. 8 1914, is 
that a huge mass of noncollectible for- 
eign billa was taken over by the bank 
from international houses at that time; 
the understanding being that they 
would be carried, if necessary, until a 
year after peace, but that interest 
would be charged at 2 per cent above 
the bank rate. How many of these 
bills are still unredeemed it ig impos- 
sible to say. But it is easy to see how 
a further rise in the bank rate would 
concern the acceptors of them. 

The Question of Money. 

“That is eehonbtadiy why, instead of 
the bank calling in loans or marking 
up its rate, the Government arbitrarily 
puts up the rate on the present princi- 
pal Lom street investment for 
short-time money—treasury bills with 
a few months to run. But the whole 
procedure raises the other question, 
what would happen-—to the bank rate, 
to the London money market, or to 
sterling exchange, if money should ac- 
tually rise sharply at New York? 

As it is, London has retained some 
very considerable international  bal- 
ances bv keeping its money rate 1 per 
cent or so above our own. The disturb- 
ance of that margin would presumably

“Since the President’s renomination 
was a foregone conclusion it might per- 
haps be a reasonable inference that thé 
effect of all the action taken by both 
conventions was favorable, and that, so 
far as the market had anything at all 
to say, its attitude was cheerful. 

“So far as regards the general attitude 
of the business community, this would 
be a fair description of it. Wé shall 
learn in the subsequent course of the 
campaign, of the run of financial stabil- 
ity or the betrayal of national honor 
which would follow the choice of one 
or the other candidate. 

“But even Wall street is likely to 
take these platform assurances with 
due calmness.

In financial 
London’s view, the details now con-/ 
firmed mark the engagement as a 
British naval victory, whose full 
measure is increasingly apparent.

FAIRLY STEADY - 
TRADING QUIET 


Prices Show Only Small Changes 
on the Week; Exports 
Are Large. 


The cotton market showed steadiness 
all week, and at the close of business 
yesterday July contracts in New York 
were selling at 12.78, the exact figure 
ruling at the close of the previous 
week. During the same interval, how- 
ever, October and December cotton lost 
9 points, and the later months a little 
less. The decline in the fall and winter 
months was due to selling on better 
weather reports. 

Spot markets in this country have 
shown unusual steadiness. Reports of 
the demand are conflicting; one buyer 
reports “nothing doing,’’ while another 
is thoroughly satisfied with the busi- 
ness he ig aoing. New Orleans sold 
over 4000 bales one day during the week. 
The principal influences now seem to 
be the weather and the possibility of 
peace before fall. 

A telegram from New Orleans says 
that the Arkansas and Southeast Mis- 
sourl crop has progressed mata bea 
and that Oklahoma made splendid 
progress. Messages of this sort caused 
some selling in the future markets, but 
the short interest is quickly liquidated 
On any declines, bears apparently being 
satisfied with small profits. 

Weather Is Less Favorable, 


The National Weather and Crop Bul- 
letin, for the week ending June 13, was 
not so favorable. It said: “The weather 
during the week just ended was less 
favorable for cotton than prevailed 
during the first week of June. The 
tains hindered cultivation in the north- 
ern part of the region, and there was 
considerable complaint of slow growth, 
due especially to cool nights, in nearly 
all sections. Blooms are noted in 
Southern Alabama and Georgia, and 
blooms and bolle aré reported in West- 
ern Florida, where some plants are 18 
inches in height. While cotton is late 
in most of Texas, due to earlier unfav- 
orable weather conditions, the plants 
have developed so rapidly in extreme 
Southern Texas that one bale was 
marketed from Cameron County on 
June 10, The weevil are numerous in 
Southern Alabama, and are found in 
Florida as far east as Madison Coun- 
ty; some damage is reported.”’ 

On June 13 there was issued the 
monthly consumption report of the 
Census Bureau. It was “bullish, but 
affected the market scarcely at all. 
The report showed that-.there had 
been consumed during the month of 
May 574,867 bales of cotton, compared 
with 493,798 in May, 1915. There had 
been consumed in the 10 months end- 
ing May 31, 1916, 5,335,573 bales of 
cotton, compared with 4,585,861 bales 
during the same period in 1915. It 
showed that 779,441 bales of linters 
had been consumed during the 10 
months of 1916, compared with 309,- 
082 bales in 1915. 

The total consumption indicated 
here, of both cotton and linters, for 
the current season. is about 7,337,000 
bales. The fact that the consump- 
tion is steadily increasing has led 
one well-known authority to place 
the consumption figures for the sea- 
son at 7,500,000 bales for the United 
States, inclusive of linters. 

Spindles Are Active. 

Worthy of note is the fact that the 
number of spindles active in May was 
32,205,162, compared with 81,107,221 
in the same month last year. The 
-; ggg sien active in May were probably 
the greatest number ever known. 
Stocks of cotton in manufacturing 
establishments were reported to be, 
on May 31, 1,973,094 bales this year, 
compared with 1,799,309 the same 
date last year, This is a slight de- 
crease from the previous month, This 
report, taken in connection with the 
export movement, shows that the two 
together will dispose of about 13,250,- 
C00 bales of cotton, which can only 
be construed as bullish when it is re- 
membered that the crop of 1915-1916 
is but 12,000,000 bales. 

Exports to last Friday for. the 
whole season were 65,264,028 bales, 
compared with 8,032,977 for the same 

eriod in 1915. For the week ending 
friday they were 96,928 bales, com- 
pared with 60,293 the same week last 
year. 

Some decline in ocean freights is 
popularly expected to stimulate the 
export movement still further. It is 
doubtful, however, if this will fol- 
low, because of the fact that exports

FRENCH SHOWS TO SUPERSEDE 
VIENNESE IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Paris Musical Show Director and 
Italian Publisher Oonclude Ar- 
rangement Affecting Many 
Houses, 

PARIS, June 17.—An arrangement has 
just been concluded between M. Gheusi, 
director of the Opera Comique, and one 
of the leading Italian publishers and the 
director of the Scala Theater in Milan, 
the Costanzi Theater in Rome and the 
Colon of Buenos Aires, whereby French 
musical productions are to take the 
place hitherto allotted to German and 
Austrian productions. This will apply 
to the ‘French operette and also to 
French librettists, who will be commis- 
sioned to write the texts for various 
Italian works. In this way it is hoped 
that the neglected French operette will 
come into its own again and oust the 
Viennese productions, which have prac- 
tically held supreme control for several 

years. 

By «a reciprocal arrangement the 
Opera Comique will produce Italian 
works even more profusely than here- 
tofore, and it is expected that many 
Italian composers, who so famkave been 
little heard of outside of their own 
country, will be revealed to the Parisian 
public. From a financial point of view 
the fact that South America has aéd- 
hered to the arrangement bodes we!] 
for French composers and librettists.

LOSS IN CRACKED 
FRG. SHIPMENTS 


Federal Experts Gather Figures 
to Show Loss of $881,000 
Last Year From This Cause. 


Authorities of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture have estimated 
that one out of every ten eggs gets 
cracked, or mashed, or becomes a 
‘leaker,”’ between the hen and the con- 
sumer. Nearly two out of every 10 dam- 
aged: eggs are so badly mashed that 
they are useless for food purposes. The 
remaining eight get light cracks. It is 
estimated that last year cracked eggs 
caused a loss of $881,000 in 45 cold stor- 


age plants which reported holdings. The 
investigators found that generally twice 
as many eggs are broken in the top 
layer of an egg case as in any other. 
They also find that at least five times 
as many eggs are broken in cases con- 
taining fillers that have been used as 
compared with those containing new 
fillers. 

Every time an egg is handled on the 
farm or elsewhere it is likely to receive 
shell damage. Occasionally the hen 
cracks an egg, but that is seldom. Some 
are cracked in handling on the farm, 
and by the time they are taken to the 
store or the shipper, the Government 
investigators found, approximately 4 per 
cent are cracked, and one-tenth of 1 per 
cent mashed or leaking. 

If the country storekeeper rehandles 
the eggs and takes them to the ship- 
per, the number of cracked eggs is in- 
creased to about 6 per cent. In addition, 
three-tenths of 1 per cent are mashed 
or “leakers’” that must be thrown out. 
If, however, the storekeeper sends the 
eggs to a nearby shipper the total of 
cracked ones has risen at the end of the 


journey to 7 per cent and 1 per cent}. 


more are mashed or leaking. The dam- 
age, when eggs reach the big cities, aft- 
er a haul of 1000 miles or more, will de- 
pend upon the quality of the egg pack- 
ing, the way the lot is placed in the 
car and the way the railroad hauls the 
car, especially when switching. When 
the eggs are shipped tn carlots and both 
shippers and carriers do their work 
well, transit damage is kept down to as 
little as 1 per cent, including cracked, 
mashed and leading. 

Approximately one egg in two cases 
is mashed or becomes a leaker on the 
railroad trip. But when eggs are shipped 
in less than carlots the transit damage 
is generally multiplied many times. 

What happens to all these cracked or 
leaking eggs? The mashed ones are a 
loss at every stage. The leaking eggs 
can sometimes be sold in small towns 
at a greatly reduced price, but the 
money loss on them is great. Some of 
the cracked eggs show very plainly to 
the ordinary observer that they are 
damaged even if the membrane under 
the shell is not broken. «These are gen- 
erally put into cases by themselves and 
disposed of at from 2% to & per cent 
less than is received for sound ones. 
Such eggs are perfectly good for food 
if used promptly, or if taken out of the 
shell by a properly equipped and in- 
telligent ‘“‘egg breaker,”’ who freezes the 
contents for use in the 
Other eges are so lightly cracked that 
the eye fails to see the defect. Such 
eracks are found by candling or by tap- 
ping the suspected egg against a sound 
one to get the “‘ring’’ of a perfect shell, 
or the characteristic click if it is dam- 
aged. 

Because there are so many lightly 
cracked eggs and because they will 
bring a lower price if put in cases by 
themselves, most shippers have gotten 
into the habit of including about 6 per 
cent of cracked eggs in the cases of 
supposedly sound ones. This has con- 
tinued so long that the receivers in 
cities have adjusted prices accordingly. 
On the average the shipper is really 
paid for just what he ships. 

Very often the receiver blames the 
railroad for all the light as well as the 
heavy damage in the case; and since 
ths inclusion of the 5 per cent of light 
damaged have become generally known, 
it commonly is supposed that it fs these 
eges which, being weak, are further 
damaged in transit. The investigators 
of the Department of Agriculture have 
found that these light cracks, or even 
dents, if well packed, loaded and trans- 
ported, are only one-third more liable 
to damage than are the sound eggs sim- 
jlariy handled. If the cases are well 
packed and shipped in well loaded car- 
lots, the additional Hability to damage 
is only about a fifth of an egg per case. 

From the viewpoirt of the transporta- 
tion alone the 65 per cent of lightly 
cracked eggs appears to be compara- 
tively unimportant. From the viewpoint 
of cold storage, however, even lightly 
cracked eggs are of great importance. 
The investigators find that about 50 per 
cent of the cracked eggs are rotten by 
November, generally because of.a growth 
of mold. Sometimes the moldy crack 
resting against the filler infects it and 
the egg in the next cell becomes moldy. 
Each leaking egg causes thout two eggs 
besides itself to rot. On the other hand, 
good, early, spring eggs, with sound, 
clean shells show less than 1 per cent 
loss from decay by November. In other 
words, six eggs in every dozen tea 
exgs will rot, while only one sound 
in 12 dozen will rot, all other conditions 
‘being equal. The cracked oces are a 
heavy economic loss.

Hens That Cannot Lay. 

.I have a thoroughbred buff orpington 
hen 15 months old that has never pro~- 
duced an egg. She seems healthy. I 
feed a littlo corn, cane seed, corn chops, 
corn meal and poultry food. She has 
plenty of green stuff. Please let me 
know the reason for her failure to lay. 
—O. R. H., Braggs, Ok. 

You are feeding too much corn and 
corn products, and too much wheat and 
fattening food, to get the best results. 
However, even with nothing else but 
corn and corn chops and cern meal, 
your hen should lay at least a few eggs. 
Where we find hens that are 15 months 
old and have never laid an egg, we 
nearly always find some deformity or 
something wrong with the egg organs 
which makes it impossible for the hen 
ty lay. We have found several such 
hens that had an ovary and no oviduct; 
others which had an oviduct and no 
ovary; others which had an ovary on 
one side and the oviduct on the other, 
and the two separated by a thin mem- 
brane. We have found oviducts that 
had, tumors in them that prevented 
the hens from laying. We nearly always 
find some such deformity or defect, 
and I imagine the same is true in this 
instance. I would not advise you to 
keep any hen that did not lay before 
she was 15 months,old. Even if they 
begin laying at the late date, they will 
never be very good producers, and no 
poultryman can afford to produce and 
feed a pullet for 15 months before he 
receives an egg from her. I, therefore, 
recommend that you dispose of this 
bird. 
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White Diarrhea. 


I am a subscriber to your paper and 
have’ been particularly interested in 
your poultry department. As a beginner 
I have run across a number of difficul- 
ties which your pointers have helped me 
to overcome. Could you suggest the 
best way to treat little chicks when théy 
get the white diarrhea? What are the 
symptoms of the disease, and the best 
way to avoid it?—-M. P., East St. Louis. 

The chicks affected with white diar- 
rhea usually show a whitish discharge 
from the vent. They become listless and 
sleepy, are inclined to huddle together 
and remain under the hover. Their 
wings usually droop and they lose their 
appetite. Many of the chicks peep or 
chirp constantly and often utter a shrill 
twitter. 

Dr. Horton of the bacteriological de- 
partment of the Missouri Poultry Ex- 
periment Station, recently issued a cir- 
cular which mentions the source of fn- 
fection. and gives the facts concerning 
the cure of the disease as follows: 

“The chick may contract the disease 
from at least two sources: from the 
parent stock (inherited through the egg), 
or from other (infected droppings). It 
has been discovered that certain hens 
lay ,infected eggs (germ-laden eggs), 
that contain the disease germs. 
A chick hatched from one of these holds 
the germs! within its body in the un- 
absorbed yolk. Generally the chick dies, 
but while living ts a source of great 
danger for the other chicks, Its drop- 
pings contain the deadly germs, and 
when these are picked by the healthy 
chicks they in turn hecome infected. 
This is very noticeable up to four days 
of age. The infected or sick chicks 
have a ‘stilted’ appearance, may or may 
ee behind, and are gen-

June Hints for 
Poultry Raisers 


H. L. KEMPSTER, 


Of the Missouri College of Agricul- 
ture, Gives These June Hints to 
Poultry Raisers: 

Sour milk is valuable in any ration. 
Summer shade insures thrifty chicks. 
Remove overactive cockerels to a sep- 

arate yard. 

Clean up the incubator, remove the 
lamp and throw away the wick. 

Soft fresh dirt is an insurance against 
leg weakness in chicks. 

Add to the grain feeds a mixture such 
as bran, shorts and cornmeal. 

Do not keep unnecessary male birds. 
An extra hen eats no more and may lay 
eges. 

When range is limited spade up the 
runs or move the brood coop a short 
distance daily, 

Spoiled or decaying flesh, if eaten, will 
surely cause limberneck. Burn or bury 
the dead. 

Watch for head lice on the chicks. If 
found, rub top of head with a smal] 
piece of lard free from salt. 

Avoid crowding by keeping in small 
flocks and by providing roomy coops. 
Thin out if there are too many. 

Broody hens should be removed to 
slat-bottomed coops as soon as discov- 
ered. Leave them there until they for- 
get it. 

Clean fresh water lessens disease. 
Filthy drinking water is the source of 
much trouble. Clean the drinking pans 
frequently. 

If hens are lousy, rub a plete of blue 
ointment the size of a pea into the skin 
just beneath the vent and on the under- 
side of the wings. 

Mite’ are sure to accumulate if the 
droppings are not removed every week 
and the roosts sprayed with kerosene 
emulsion or disinfectants. 

After the grass gets tough chicks can 
catch more mugs and worms and will 
grow better on loose soil. The cornfield 
furnishes ideal conditions. 

All these methods have been found 
successful by the Mitssour! College of 
Agriculture and the Agricultural Experl- 
ment Station, where they are used and 
recommended. 


Approved Device for 
Watering Poultry 


Chickens are no exception to the 
rule that all animals require more wa- 
ter in warm weather than in cold. 
Aside from the fact that poultry will 
not thrive as it should when it does 
not get plenty of water whenever 
needed, birds that must go without 
water, even for a few hours, will 
drink too much when they do get 
access to it. Sickness or a weakened 
condition is a common result, then, 
and they become more susceptible to 
diseases common to hot weather. In 
case vermin are prevalent their at- 
tacks’ will have a much more weak- 
ening effect than if the birds were 
in vigorous condition. 


The safest plan for supplying wa- 
ter is the use of fountains which hold 
enough so that at least one filling 
a day witll be adequate. Then if the 
task of replenishing it Is put on the 
daily program, there will be no fur- 
ther trouble from this source.

That a man like Senator Overman of North Carolina

_ phan went to Mexico as a freebdooter or filibuster, 
__ seems to indicate that the story of Doniphan’s erpedi- 
tion should be retold. This is the narrative, briefly 
resumed. 


N 1846, when the United Statés Government called 
for volunteers to fight against Mexico, there 
lived at Liberty, Mo., a lawyer named Alex- 
ander William Doniphan. He had come to this 
State from Kentucky, 16 years earlier, and had 
won a commanding place at the bar‘in his sec- 
tion of Missouri. As a Brigadier-General in 

‘the Missouri militia, he had commanded in a bloodless 

campaign against the Mormons at Far West, Mo., in 

_ 1838. He had also served two terms in the Missouri 

- Legislature, in 1836 and 1840. In 1846 he was 38 years 

_ old and a heroic figure of a man, 6 feet 4 inches tall 

and in the prime of vigor.

Gen. Kearney designated Col. Doniphan to prepare 
a.code of laws for the government of New Mexico, and 
he did his task so. well that a great part of his code 
today remains in the statutes of that State. He was 
assisted by Private Willard P. Hall of the Clay County 
contingent, who, while with the expedition, was elected 
to Congress, where he served three terms. 

The Missourians had some of the defects as well as 
the virtues of volunteer soldiers, and there occurred 
instances of insubordination which would amaze an 
officer of the regular army today. Gen. Kearney, while 
the men were making one of the many little expedi- 
tions out of Santa Fe, by which they brought the entire 
province under American sway, ordered the men to put 
on their uniform jackets, on pain of being dismissed 
from the service.

Xenophon and Doniphan 


By E. ALEXANDER POWELL 

WENTY-TWO centuries or thereabouts ago 

a Greek soldier of fortune named Xeno- 

phon found himself in a most trying and 
perilous situation. Lured by avarice, ad- 

venture and ambition he had accepted a commis- 
sion in a legion of Hellenic mercenaries, 10,000 
strong, who had been engaged by Cyrus to as- 
sist him in ousting his brother from the throne 
of Persia. But at Cunaxa Cyrus had met his 
death and his forces complete disaster, the Greek 
legionaries being left to make their way back to 
Europe as best they might. Under Xenophon’s 
daring and resourceful leadership they sgt out on 
that historic retreat across the plains of Asia 
Minor, which their leader was to make immortal! 
with his pen, eventually reaching Constantinople, 
after an absence of 15 months and a total journey 
of about 3500 miles, with little save their weapons 
and their lives. Xenophon’s story of the March of 
the Ten Thousand, as told in his “Anabasis,” is 
the most famous military narrative ever written; 
it is used as a textbook in colleges and schools, 
and is familiar wherever the history of Greece is

Yet how many of those whd know the ‘“Ana- 
basis” by heart are aware that 'Xenophon's ex- 
ploit has been surpassed on our own continent, 
in our own times and by our own countrymen? 
Where is the textbook which contains so much 
as a reference to the March of the One Thousand? 
How many of the students who can glibly ratti¢c 
off the details of Xenophon’s march across the 
Mesopotamian Plains have ever, even heard of 
Doniphan’s march across the plains of Mexico? 
During that march, which occupied 12 months, 
a force of American volunteers, barely a thousand 
strong, traversed upward of 2200 miles of terri- 
tory, most of@ which was un*nown and bitterly 
hostile and returned to the United States bringing 
with: them 17 pieces of artillery and 100 battle 
flags taken on fields whose names their country- 
men had nevef so much as heard before. 


replied to his commander: 

“My men, sir, came here not to dress but to fight the 
enemies of their country. As to being dismissed from 
the service, we do not fight for wages. My men have 
never received one dime since they entered the service. 
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and compelled them to enter into a treaty of peace with 
the United States as well as with the New Mexicans and 
Pueblo Indians, until then the implacable foes of the 
Navajos. This was the first treaty of peace the Navajos 
ever made, and they kept it faithfully until the outbreak 
of the Civil War. : 

Prom this point\begins that part of the expedition on 
which Col. Doniphan’s fame more particularly rests, for 
he was in supreme command of his column of about 940 
Missourians, who were to march through hostile country 
500 miles from Santa Fe to Chihuahua, 500 miles further . 
to Monterey, by way of the battlefield of Buena Vista, 
and then 300 miles onwards to the Rio Grande River. 

It was in December; 1846, that he and his men set their 
faces southward towards the El Paso of that time, which 
is today the Mexican city of Juarez.

NEW device which is 
claimed to be sure death 
to Zeppelins has just been 
offered to the United States 
Government. It is a man- 
controlied aerial torpedo, 
the idea of Arthur Wynne 
of New York, who has been assisted in 
perfecting it as a weapon of war by 
Vincent J. Buranelli, associate editor of 
Aircraft, a magazine devoted to flying, 
and John Carisi, an aeronautical engi- 
neer, formerly engaged in the manufac- 
ture of torpedoes for the Italian Gov- 
ernment. It also has been offered to 
Great Britain through Commander 
Blackwood, R. N., who went over the 
plans at the British Consulate in New 
York a few days ago. 

The practicability of the device is de- 
clared to have been assured. It is to the 
upper air, its inventors claim, what the 
submarine is to the seas—it destroys the 
Zeppelin as effectually as the under- 
water craft wrecks a dreadnought or a 
mammoth liner. 

For a long time the nations at war 
with Germany have been scheming out 
devices to immunize the attacks of Count

Zeppelin’s huge dirigibles. Anti-aircraft 
ordnance has worked only passably, and 
aeroplanes have done some good, but the 
real thing is still wanting. Of course, 
what is needed is a torpedo that may 
be fired in the air just as one is dis- 
charged in the water. 

Some devoted enthusiasts have already 
suggested a man-controlled aerial tor- 
pedo—an aeroplane with a warhead 
packed .with guncotton, the driver to 
sacrifice his life with his craft—that is, 
to be blown up with it. That may do 
with nations whose people are fatalists, 
but it doesn’t appeal to an up-to-date 
European. There are brave fellows who 
will take any risk with life, but they 
must have a fighting chance. This new 
machine gives this hope. 


The principle is that of the torpedo 
and aeroplane combined. The warhead, 
loaded with 150 pounds of guncotton, is 
fixed to the front of the aeroplane. The 
machine is taken aloft by the pilot who 
aims it straight at the airship he means 
to destroy, turns on full speed, pulls a 
lever and out drops the bottom of his 
tiny craft and he with it, floating down 
through the mists to safety, a parachute 
assisting. 

The parachute may not open, they may 
wing the death-scorning pilot from the 
aeroplane with their machine guns; the 
bottom of the craft may not drop out in 
time and he may go on to instant death 
in the bowels of the Zeppelin, but he has 
what every man must have to keep his 
nerve—the fighting chance.

This new machine weighs 1200 pounds. 
It is built of light steel. It works up a 
speed of 150 miles an hour. with a 21- 
cylinder engine of 200 horsepower that 
gives it a radius of 300 miles. It can 
carry 40 gallons of gasoline and can 
stay up for two hours. 

The stream-line design and the abso- 
lute elimination of all wires gives the 
aerial torpedo its great speed, and its 
lifting surface of 80 square feet is ample 
for all purposes. The machine can fly 
upside down and sideways, loop the loop 
and go true as the needle to the Pole, 
which is very necessary when it is once 
aimed and the pilot lets go. 


The aviator sees his prey in the dis- 
tance—up he climbs, at an angle of 60 
degrees, if necessary, until he meets his 
bulky opponent on the same level. Man- 
euvering, he gets his nose pointed straight 
at the lumbering thing, 750 feet long 
(as some of them are) and 90 feet 
through. Fixed to his shoulders is the 
Leo Stevens parachute, weighing. but 
seven pounds and taking up but three 
by eight inches of room. 


When all’s ready he jerks a lever. 
Powerful springs fly to their work. Out 
shoots the. bottom and the man falls 
with it. At the same time the firing cap 
on the warhead comes into position. The 
rear of the torpedo elevates, giving it 
greater equilibrium and it flies fairly 
at the Zeppelin’s heart, to explode the 
very instant it strikes, shattering aero- 
plane and airship to atoms in the 
twinkling of an eye, while the man whose 
fingers turned the trick falls gently to 
earth—maybe!

The Mex- 
icans lost 304 men killed on the field, 
about 500 wounded and 70 prisoners. 
The American loss was one killed and 
11 wounded, of whom three subsequently 
died. The Americans captured 50,000 
head of sheep, 1500 head of cattle, 10 
pieces of ordnance, 25,000 pounds of am- 
munition and 100 stands of. colors. 

On March 2 Col. Doniphan and his 
men took possession of Chihuahua and 
unfurled the Stars and Stripes over the 
stronghold of Northern Mexico. There 
he learned that a few days before Gen. 
Wool, under Gen. Taylor, aided in the 
victory of Buena Vista. Doniphan ruled 
over the city and State of Chihuahua 
until April 5, when he was ordered to 
join Gen. Wool at Saltillo. He ‘did so, 
after a march of 500 miles across the 
Mexican desert, in which his men en- 
dured renewed hardships. There he was 
instructed to march 300 miles north to 
Reynosa, where transports would. be pro- 
vided to take his men to New Orleans. 
In this city they were mustered out of 
the service, the time of their enlistment 
having expired. But first they were paid 
the wages due them from the Govern- 
ment for the year’s campaign. “Our 
men had grown almost like Nebuchad- 
nezzar,” says one of the column, describ- 
ing his rades at the end of the ex- 
pedition. “Their long-grown beards 


flowed in the wind like those of the 
Cossacks, 
to shreds.” 
In time Col. Doniphan and his men re- 
turned to Missouri, where they were re- 
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ceived with great honors. Senator 
Benton’s address to them in St. Louis 
was made the subject of an episode in 
the St. Louis Pageant. Doniphan re- 
sumed the practice of law and steadfast- 
ly refused to accept office. He remained 
inactive during the Civil. War, saying 
that his sympathies were with his neigh- 
bors, who inclined to the Confederacy, 
but that his training as a lawyer made 
him believe in the Constitution,‘and that 
the Union should not be broken up. 
During the war and for a few years 
afterward he resided in St. Louis. In 
1865 he lived in a house at the southwest 
corner of Eighth and Olive streets. In 
1866 he lived at 262 Olive street. In 
1867 he resided at the southeast corner 
of Fifteenth and Olive streets. In 1868 
he removed to Richmond, Mo., and re- 
sided there until his death, Aug. 8, 1887. 
His body lies in a cemetery at Liberty, 
Mo., where his wife and two sons are 
buried. These sons, his only children, 
met tragic deaths in their youth, one 
being drowned while swimming, and the 
other .being killed by poison given by 
mistake for medicine.

VER at the National Stockyards in East 
St. Louis nearly $40,000,000 has changed 
hands since August, 1914, as a result of 
the traffic in. horses and mules on orders 
from the entente allies in the European 
war alone. The exact figures up to two 
weeks ago, which the dealers themselves 
ii abe S caaacvative, were $37,788,460, and the buy- 
in fs still going on, but not as briskly as in the begin- 
ing, due to the inability of the commission men to 
btain as many animals as these Governments—En- 
‘France and Belgium—desire. 
_ toalal the yards horse and mule dealers are more 
or less objects of envy, for, by everybody. o is not 
in that business, they are considergd to have 
grown: vich out of this class of war trade. The man on 
the outside will tell you, and then cite figures to sup- 
_ port his assertions, that millionaires Have been made,

; They will tell you, too, these men who would like to

no orders are known to have been turned down since 
the war started. 

Still another commission man declared that the man 
who was making the “big money” out of war business 
was the farmer and the stock raiser, the original source 
of supply. He pointed oft that these men have to in- 
cur no losses, that they have the horses and that the 
contractors have the money and that, after the deal is 
closed, the former has the money and the latter has 
the horses. As soon as the animals pass into the 
ownership of the contractors, he declared, the contrac- 
tors are under heavy expense. Horses and mules eat 
and they get sick and die. They must be boarded 
haps for weeks until it is their turn to be Sitinined 
and passed or rejected by inspectors of the allied Gov- 
ernnfents. This expense the 
contractor must bear, the fee 
for boarding at most of the 
stockyards of the country be- 
ing 60 cents a day for each 
animal. If a horse or a mule 
gets sick, the charge for that 
animal is raised to 75 cents 
a day to cover veterinary 
services. Many get sick and 
not a few die, he declared. 
That there is a profit to the stockyards associations in 
the boarding of animals is evident, he said, from the 
fact that at the National yards the boarding fee per 
animal recently was reduced to 50 cents a day. | 

But the possibility of big losses is not here, this com- 
mission man pointed out. Besides, this class of losses 
generally is covered by insurance. Where a commis- 
sion man’s profit on a contract calling for several hun- 
dred or several thousand horses or mules may g0 
glimmering is in the possibility of their rejection by 
the purchaser. Each animal, after it is received at the 
yards, passes under the critical eyes of an agent of 
England, France or Belgium, generally an army officer, 
and a veterinary who assists him in making inspections. 
In the early days of the war rejections were rather in- 
frequent, because the Governments needed horses badly, 
but now animals are rejected for what the commission 
men consider minor defects. 

When a horse or a mule is rejected there remains 
nothing for the contractor to do but throw it on the 
local market or put it up in the stockyards auction. 
Almost invariably, the commission man said, this means 
a loss, an animal for which $200 was paid possibly 
bringing only $150. 

The horse contractors say they wish they were in the 
munition business. ‘These are the men, above all others, 
who are piling up wealth out of war orders, they de- 
clare. 

“A munition man, making a shell, for instance,” a 
horseman. asserted, “can sit down and figure out just 
how much brass, steel, powder-and other ingredients he 
is going to need to come up to the requirements of a 
certain kind of contract. He can determine what the 
wear and tear on his machinery is going to be, the: 
wages he must pay, and all other expenses, and arrive 
at just what his profits ought to be. If he lands the

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ways welcome, unless he displays too great curiosity 
around the barns where inspection of mounts for the 
allies is being carried on. He is not exactly ejected, 
but if he is of keen perception he can sense that he is 
under suspicion and that he might be asked to depart 
if he remains too long.

- The work of inspection is done at top speed, several 
hundred animals a day passing under the scrutiny. of 
each foreign agent.

That person, an expert in the judging of 
horsefiesh, as quickly accepts or rejects the animal, by 
which time another is being driven down the runway.

by word of mouth or on paper. The business doubtless 
“has been profitable, for if it were not the contractors 
would not still bé accepting war or¢ers. ‘Furthermore,

contract his earnings will be around that Seare, for 
his is a sure thing; he is in no danger of loss.

In the early days of the war, contracts which called 
for delivery of a ship load of animals to Havre, Bor- 
deaux, Liverpool or wherever their destination might 
be, were accepted by dealers in the local market. But 
they grew chary after the Germans began their subma- 
rine warfare. Now the contractor is in no danger of 
loss from this source, for the moment a horse or a mule 
is passed by a Government inspector, it becomes the 
property of that Government. If the ship which takes 
the animals across the Atlantic is torpedoed, the loss 
falls upon the country which has purchased them. The 
contractor has his money, for all transactions with the 
allies are on a cash basis. 

The horse and mule market of the National Stock- 
yards, for the last year and ten months especially, has 


been a place of never ending activity. A visitor is al- 
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inspector is not thinking of this—he is interested only 
in obtaining the best animals from a physical point 
of view for his Government. 

Few cavairy mounts, however, are being purchased at 
the stockyards now, although many of them were sent 
abroad at the beginning of the war. This is explained 
by the fact that the cavalry branch of the armies en- 
gaged in the European struggle has had little to do. 
Scouting duty, which the cavalry performed in former 
wars now is being done by aeroplanes and many regi- 
ments which went to the front mounted at the begin- 
ning of the war now are doing their fighting on foot.

His age was 30, and for the last 
six years of his life, following a se 
vere attack of pneumonia, he had not 
done a stroke of work. Twenty drinks 
of whisky was his usual portion— 
when he managed to get the price.

n a tecture before the Chicago Society of Medical 
Research a few days'ago Dr. Rogers announced the re- 
sults of his experiments with the new blood treatment 
covering a period of: several years. Physicians are in- 
clined to believe that it is a scientific discovery of 
the highest importance; that it seems destined to rank 
with the achievements of Dr. Alex Carrell and other 
famous physicians. | 


Dr. Rogers was formerly surgeon to the Cook County 
Hospital, Chicago. For 20 years he was senior profes- 
sor of surgery in the National Medical University, and 
later surgeon in chief of the National Emergency and 
Maternity Hospital. He was first president of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Research Society, and vice president of the 
Chicago Society of Medical Research. 

Briefly, Dr. Rogers’ new system of b!ood treatment, 
which is unlike any other form of blood treatment, 
consists in making a serum or solution in which there 
is some of the patient’s own blood. Five drops of the 
blood, or some multiple of five, are taken. from the 
finger tip or from a vein, usually one in front of 
the elLow, and added to 19 times of as much absolutely 
pure water. This mixture is then subjected to certain 
degrees of heat, extended over,a certain length of time, 
and further dilutions made according to its condition 
and the condition of the patient. Nothing is added to 
the solution except what naturally belongs in the blood; 
no poisonous chemicals or disease producing germs 
either alive or dead. In this respect the «treatment 


differs from all previous experiments with the blood and | 


tissue. 

When ready for “use the serum is colorless, odorless, 
and tasteless. Dr. Rogers is. also authority for the state- 
ment that there is no known chemical test sufficiently 
delicate to determine its contents. Ten to 20 drops of 
the serum or solution thus prepared are injected under 
the skin or into a vein. It may ¥lso be given by mouth, 
but not always with as certain fFesults.

Dr. Rogers. states that when he uses as 
a basis for his serum the blood of the pa- 
tient suffering from some chronic com- 
plaint, he undoubtedly collects some of these 
imperfect cell products which are causing 
the disease. But they cut no figure in the 
subsequent treatment. .-The blood is put 
through a process of dilution, lysis,’ ther- 
molyzation and potentization, and the re 
sulting solution—containing no doubt fer- 
ments liberated and activated—is injected 
into the patient from whom the blood was 
taken. 
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This boy at birth was not expected to live 
a month. After a few weeks’ treatment with 
the serum he improved rapidly, and is today 
sound and strong mentally and physically. 


The ferments in the blood and tissues are. many and 
varied in their functions; a fraction of a drop of a 
ferment as illustrated by the poison of the honey-bee 
or the rattlesnake may within a few hours set into 
commotion all the blood in: the body. 

Dr. Rogers theorives that primarily by stimulating the

lazy, sluggish organs to perform their function and re 
move the dead and waste matter that clogs the system a 
and poisons the nerve centers, and secondarily by pro 
moting the assimilation of nutrition and the building up — 
of the weak part, the complaints, wherever and what.” 
ever they may be, are eliminated, provided they panos 
inated in faulty blood. 

One of the first cases that opened Dr. Rogers’ eyes 
to the stimulating action of his serum was that of 25 x= 
rooming-house keeper who had been o»liged to remain — 
in bed more than half the time each day for seven ~ 
months previous.to the time of treatment. Within 10° — 
days after taking tlhe first serum treatment she is said 
to have discharged her maid and janitor, and done all 
the work of her 12-room house herself, beating rugs, — 
firing the furnace and carrying out ashes, besides as- ~~ 
sisting in’ the laundry work. Within 31 days the 
hemoglobin of her blood rose from 73 to 91 per cent, 
and the red corpuscles increased from 3,950,000 to 4,500,- 
000 per cm. Within the same period her weight in- 
creased 14 pounds, while her “blues” were displaced by 
animation, cheerfulness und mirth. Though a year has 


elapsed since she ceased the treatment, as no longer = 


necessary, her splendid health and wonderful energy 
remain, and she now works about 16 hours a day. 

One of the most interesting cases recorded by Dr. 
Rogers was that of a child, the first he had treated with 
the new serum. The mother, a Polish girl, left the 
hospital without permission when the child was two 
weeks old and never returned to get him. He was about — 
as unpromising a specimen of humanity as it would 
be possible to find, cross-eyed in the extreme, with 
crooked back and bowed legs. When he was a year old 
he could not sit up alone. Of scores of women that 
called at the hospital seeking babies to adopt, not . 
one -would look at him a second time.

He at once began to experiment at 
the National Emergency Hospital, 
Chicago, under the same roof where 
only seven years before it had been 
his privilege as dean of the college 
to furnish experimental facilities to 
Dr. Alex Carrell. His efforts to dis- 
cover a cancer cure were partially 
successful, but out of his experi- 
ments was evolved his new system 
of blood treatment, which is of far 
more importance to the world be- 
cause of its wide applicability. In 
eugenics alone it promises possibili-

let it be said to their everlasting honor that few availed 
themselves of this means of escape. The time given 
varied from two days to six hours. No househoid goods, 
no animals, no extra clothing could be taxen along. 
Food supply and bedding was limited to what a person 
could carry. And they had to go on foot under the 
burning sun through parched valleys and over snow- 
covered mountain passes, q journey of from three to 
eight weeks. 

“When they passed through Christian villages where 
the deportation order had not yet been received, the 
travelers were not allowed to receive food or ministra- 
tions of any sort. The sick and the aged and the wee 
children fell by the roadside, and did not rise again. 
Those who could committed suicide. Mothers went 
crazy, and threw their children into the river to end 
their sufferings. Scores of thousands of women and 
children died of hunger, of thirst, of exposure, of shame. 

“The pitiful caravans thinned out, first daily, and 
later hourly. Death became the one thing to be longed 
for; for how can hope live, how can strength remain, 
even to the fittest, in a journey that: has no end? And 
if they turned to right or left from that road to hell, 
they were shot or speared. Kurds and mounted peas- 
ants hunted down those who succeeded in escaping. 

“They are still putting down the ‘Armenian revolu- 
tion’ out there in Asia Minor. I had just written the 
above paragraph when an English woman whom I have 
known for many years came to my home. She left 
Adana, in Cilicia, only a month ago. Her story is the 
same as that of a hundred others. I have the identical 
facts, one eyewitness testimony corroborating the other, 
from American, English, German and Swiss sources. 
This English woman said to me: 

““The deportation is still going on. From the in- 
terior along the Bagdad Railway ‘they are still being 
sent through Adana on the journey to death. As far 
as the railway exists, it is being used to hurry the 
work of extermination faster than the caravans from 
the regions where there are no railways. Oh! if they 
would only massacre them, and be done with it, as in

the Hamidian days! I stood there at the Adana rail- 
way station, and from the carriages the women would 
hold up their children, and cry for water. They had 
got beyond a desire for bread. Only water! There was 
a’ pump. I went down on my knees to beg the Turkish 
guard to let me give them a drink. But the train 
moved on, and the last I heard was the cry of those 


lost souls. That was not once—it was almost every day 
the same thing.’ ” 

Finally, there is the testimony of a German, the 
Rev. Dr. Lepsius, famous savant and Orientalist. He 


wrote, 
‘Strategic considerations have been brought forward 


to account for a measure which has been in process*vt— 


execution in all the vilayets of Turkey inhabited by 
Armenians, in Eastern Anatolia as well as in Cilicia 
and Western AnatolMa. In these provinces, that is to 
say, in the original home of the Armenian race, there 
is hardly an Armenian left. The East Anatolian vilayets 
of Trebizond, “Erzerum, Sivas, Kharput, Bitlis, Diarkir, 
as well as the Armenian districts of the.vilayets of 
Broussa, Ismid, Konia and Cilicia, have been complete- 
ly evacuated. Only those who embraced Mohametism 
were allowed to stay. 

“Those who are not still on the way have been car- 
ried off to the desert country south of the Bagdad 
railway between Der-el-Zor on the Euphrates and Mos- 
soul on the Tigris. The vilayets earlier occupied by 
the Armenians counted somewhere between one and a 
quarter and one and a half million Armenians. We 
shall only know for certain after the war how many of 
these have survived. 

“The Armenians in Turkey have been a victim of 
this world war. As Germany has drawn both military 
and political advantage from its alliance with Turkey, 
it is a binding duty upon the German people—a duty 
which none can dispute—to help to save the innocent 
victims of deportation, children, women and old men 
who are threatened with death from starvation. The 
task is such a colossal one that at the present moment 
it is difficult to see how it can be carried out.”

100,000 Armenians in United States. 


HE ancient territory of the Armenians, 
on which they have been settled for 
more than 3000 years, is divided among 
Turkey, Russia and Persia. In Russia 

there are 1,000,000 Armenians and in Persia, 
150,000. In Turkey, prior to the massacres of 
1915, there were 1,500,000. 

The Armenian kingdom established Christian- 
ity as the state religion some years before Con- 
stantine did the samé in the Roman Empire. It 
adheres neither to the Roman nor the Greek 
Church, but is a separate body, calling itself the 
Gregorian Church, after Gregory the Illuminator, 
. who. eonverted. King -Tiridates-to.the faith. The 
Gregorians have their own Catholikos, or _;Patri- 
arch, whose seat is at Etchmiadzin, in the Rus- 
sian Caucasus. It is overlooked by the 
mountain of Ararat.

“The Armenians are one of the finest races in 
the world, physically, mentally and morally.

With the advent of the Young Turks, the Armenians 
were filled with hopes which have now been so tragical- 
ly disappointed. For the Young Turks inherited the 
belief of the deposed Sultan that the presence of the 
Armenians was a peril to the homogeneity of the 
empire. Here, a nation within a nation, was a people 
with a national religion and a national speech, neither 
of which the severest measures had been able to per- 
suade them to renounce. There were not lacking secret 
revolutionary societies—although these were repudiated 
by the most. intelligent Armenians and had little in- 
fluence with the great mass of Armenian peasants. The 
societies aimed to foster nationalistic aspirations, and 
were never weary of recalling the glories of the Ar- 
menian kingdom which was able, under Tigranes the 
Great, to measure arms with Rome itself. 


To guard against the danger which the Turks be- 
lieved they perceived in this situation, they could con- 
ceive of but one policy, and that was the complete 
- extermination of the Armenians. -The war afforded the 
long-awaited opportunity. ‘Russia was too busy with 
Austria and Germany to interfere. France’s hands 
were full. England’s prestige suffered a fatal blow at 
the Dardanelles. Germany, her ally, would close its 
eyes, Turkey believed with a sinister confidence which 
was completely justified. So there suddenly burst upon 
the Armenians a campaign of massacre so wholegale 
and systematic that all other previous persecutions be- 
came as child’s play. 


Details of the national catastrophe of the Armenians 
are just filtering out of Turkey. It appears that there 
were widespread executions at the hands of Turkish 
troops and the Kurds, but that the chief measure was 
one disguised under the name of “deportation.” By 
tens of thowsands the Armenians were driven from 
their homes and herded south and east under circum- 
stances of calculated brutality to the edges of the Meso- 
potamian and Syrian deserts, where those who survived 
thie cruel journey would be sure to die of hunger and 
thfrst. In a speech before the House of Lords, Viscount 


Bryce, former British Ambassador at Washington, said: 

“The procedure was exceedingly systematic. The 
whole Armenian population of each town or village was 
cleared out, by a house-to-house search. Every inmate 
was driven into the street. Some of the men were 
thrown into prison, where they were put to death, 
sometimes with torture. The rest of the men, with 
the wemen and children, were marched out of the town. 


“When they had got some little distance they were 
separated, the men being taken to some place in the 
hills where the soldiers, or the Kurdish tribes who were 
called in to help in the work of slaughter, dispatched 
them by shooting or bayonetting. 

“The women and children and old men were sent off 
under convoy of the lowest kind of soldiers—many of 
them just drawn from the jails—to their distant des- 
tination, which was sometimes one of the unhealthy 
districts in the center of Asia Minor, but more fre- 
quently the large desert in the province of Der-el-Zor, 
which lies east of Aleppo, in the direction of the 
Euphrates. They were driven along by the soldiers 
day after day, all on foot, and beaten or left behind 
to perish if they could not keep up with the caravan. 


“Thousands fell by the way and thousands perished 
of hunger. No provisions were given them by the 
Turkish Govérnment, and they had already been robbed 
of everything they possessed. Not a few of the women 
were stripped naked and compelled to travel in that 
condition beneath a burning sun. Some of the mothers 
went mad and threw away their children, being unable 
to carry them further. 

“The caravan route was marked by a line of corpses, 
and comparatively few seem to have arrived at the 
destinations prescribed for them—chosen, no doubt, 
because return was impossible and because there was 
little prospect that any would survive their hardships. 

“When the Armenian population was driven from its 
homes, many of the women were not killed, but re- 
served for a more humiliating fate. They were seized 
by Turkish officers or civilian officials, and consigned 
to their harems. Others were sold in the market, but 
only to Moslem purchasers, for they were to be made 
Moslems by force.
